STIRRING DEVELOPMENTS IN 
CRUDE PETROLEUM. 


The week’s developments in the crude 
petroleum market have probably not 
been equalled since the lively flurries in- 
cidental to the speculative operations on 
the oil exchanges in the early stages of 
the industry. Five seven-cent advances 
in the high grade Pennsylvania prod- 
ucts have constitued the most sensa- 
tional feature of the interval, bringing 
them to a $2.40 basis per barrel, mark- 
ing the highest point reached since 
April, 1895, when a brief flurry fixed 
the extremity to $2.69, which was the 
first time the two dollar limit had been 
surpassed since 1877. The secondary 
varieties of Pennsylvania crude, al- 
though not sharing to the full extent 
the honors of the more desirable de- 
scriptions, have shown a material ap- 
preciation, while Kentucky, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Kansas and Oklahoma 
and the dearer Texas and Louisiana 
oils have all been established at an 
advance. The extent of the improve- 
ment over the week, with a comparison 
of prices a year ago, is shown inthe fol- 
lowing summary, current figures being 
based on Friday’s close:—

The overwhelming strengthening of 
the Pennsylvania grades has provoked 
widespread speculation as to the con- 
ditions which have spelt such a pro- 
nounced and _ persistent movement 
within the brief interval of its realiza- 
tion. An advance of ten cents over a 
week has on previous occasions been 
regarded as a significant development. 
As bearing upon the marked gain in 
the leading Pennsylvania oils during 
1912, from $1.30 to $2, the widening gap 
between production and consumption 
was the generally accepted argument.

Refiners were known to be in keen 
competition for supplies of crude yield- 
ing in greatest proportions the most 
valuable products, and it was appar- 
ently logical that the market should 
have been most sensitive to this influ- 
ence. The premium on values was rea- 
sonably calculated to encourage an ap- 
preciable gain to the output from the 
many small pumping wells scattered 
throughout the fields which the owners 
were indifferent to operate while the 
crude market had remained on a rela- 
tively low level. Another’ factor 
associated with the buoyant course 
of values was the expected stim- 
ulus to operations of a more or 
less wildcat character. The element 
of risk figures keenly in drilling for 
oil even in what are known as the 
established fields, and to invest a more 
venturesome spirit in undertakings re- 
mote from the defined areas was held 
to require a much more attractive re- 
turn than the earlier market afforded. 
During the latter part of last year, 
when crude prices reflected the most 
favorable realization for a long period, 
there was a marked quickening of drill- 
ing interest, and despite the handicap 
to field work incidental to the winter 
season, there have been occasional in- 
dications of oil in commercial quan- 
tities in sections which had not been 
fully exploited. Every recent field re- 
port from our Eastern correspondents 
has sounded the most confident tone on 
the prospects for spring operations and 
barring any unexpected setback to the 
crude market, the industry is facing 
one of its most significant stages. 

As attempting to account for the un- 
usual developments during the last few 
days, a theory has been advanced, sug- 
gesting the reasonableness of an in- 
spired move to place a premium on the 
more eagerly sought oils that might 
tend to lessen the force of refining 
competition. Another argument was 
based on the supposition that produc- 
ers had been holding back fair stocks 
of oil with a view of prompting much 
more advantageous terms to dislodge 
them, 





GROWING FIELDS ABROAD FOR 
OUR PETROLEUM PRODUCTS. 


The record of our exports of petro- 
leum products for last year established 
their prestige in the foreign market to 
a degree that has probably never been 
equalled in the history of the industry. 
The aggregate attained the impressive 
volume of 1,844,530,045 gallons, valued 
at $121,875,382, comparing with 1,736,- 
230,014 gallons ($104,386,320) for 1911, 
and 1,475,246,688 gallons ($92,712,956) 
for 1910. Last year’s gain over its pre- 
decessor, therefore, amounted to 6.24 
per cent, in volume and 16.75 per cent. 
in value. The average value per gal- 
lon was higher in 1912 by 6.6, against 6 
cents in 1911 and 6.2 cents in 1910. 

The extraordinary growth of the 
foreign trade in the products for fuel 
and power purposes was the most sig- 
nificant development in the 1912 record. 
The exports of residuum, gas and fuel 
oil, comprising this classification, ag- 
gregated 259,376,853 gallons ($6,357,126), 
while 130,366,250 gallons ($3,771,749) 
and 113,837,061 gallons ($3,603,023) rep- 
resented the totals for 1911 and 1910, 
respectively. The volume increment 
in 1912 over 1911 were far in excess of 
the value appreciation by 98.95, against 
68.55 per cent. The proportion of the 
residuum, gas and fuel oil exports to 
the general aggregate was raised last 
year to 4.62 per cent. in volume and 
5.22 per cent. in value, from 3.14 and 
3.638 per cent., respectively, in 1911. 
San Francisco scored the greatest pro- 
portionate volume gain last year, from 
5,971,316 to 96,250,892 gallons, putting 
the port far in the lead, but the value 
increase was only from $99,857 to 
$1,484,491, and in the latter respect was 
eclipsed for 1912 by Sabine with 
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$1,919,081 (56,693,479 gallons), and by 
New York with $1,620,325 (51,563,785 
gallons). 

The naphtha products constitute the 
next favorable basis of comparisons. 
The 1912 outlet attained a volume of 
175,089,771 gallons ($19,365,132), while 
131,286,657 gallons ($10,988,213) repre- 
sented the 1911 total and 96,099,734 
gallons ($7,999,745), the 1910 record. 
The relations between the 1912 and 1911 
returns signify a gain of 33.36 per cent. 
in volume and 76.23 per cent. in value, 
The average value per gallon last year 
was 11 cents, comparing with 8.3 cents 
in 1911 as well as in 1910. The naphtha 
exports last year represented 9.49 per 
cent, in volume and 15.89 per cent. in 
value of the general aggregate, as 
against 7.56 and 10.53 per cent., respec- 
tively, for 1911. New York strengthened 
its lead last year among the customs 
districts by 105,423,206, against 80,101,637 
gallons. Philadelphia, which held sec- 
ond place in the 1911 column with 25,- 
879,405 gallons, was surpassed in the 
1912 record by Cuyahoga, on Lake Erie, 
which had to its credit 22,626,220 gal- 
lons, as compared with 9,475,012 gallons 
previously. Sabine, on the Gulf Coast, 
appeared to much better advantage in 
last year’s returns with 8,382,773 gal- 
lons, or 3,908,883 gallons in excess of 
the 1911 total, 

In the illuminant product a decline in 
the volume record last year is slightly 
offset by a more favorable valuation 
showing. The country’s shipments 
comprised 1,023,681,414 gallons ($61,- 
918,491), while for 1911 were noted 
1,108,333,605 gallons ($60,857,290) and 
for 1910 937,989,977 gallons ($55,487,695). 
On the basis of 1911 and 1912 compari- 
sons we find a volume loss of 7.64 per 
cent. and a valuation gain of 1.74 per 
cent, The average value per gallon 
was higher last year by 6, against 5.4 
cents. In the expanse of the general 
petroleum foreign trade last year, the 
illuminating oil exports failed to main- 
tain a proportionate share, as their 
contribution to the aggregate comprised 
55.50 per cent. in volume and 50.80 per 
cent in value, comparing with 63.90 and 
58.30 per cent., respectively, as the pro- 
portion to the 1911 total. New York, 
as the leading export outlet, suffered 
a material setback in the 1912 record, 
566,796,456 gallons, as against 650,810,- 
744 gallons previously. Philadelphia, 
as second port, declined from 286,945,777 
to 257,075,383 gallons. Cuyahoga 
scored the greatest proportionate gain 
last year, from 1,483,776 to 7,770,329 


gallons. Another creditable snowing 
was in the record of New Orleans, 
growing from 6,232,300 to 23,912,752 
gallons. 


Lubricating and heavy paraffin oils 
appear to advantage in the 1912 re- 
turns, with a total of 213,559,784 gal- 
lons ($27,860,862), as compared with 
181,259,004 gallons ($22,977,857) in 1911, 
and 161,819,740 gallons ($20,580,264) in 
1910. On the basis of the 1911 and 
1912 statistics there is indicated a gain 
of 17.80 per cent. in volume and of 
21.25 per cent. in value. The 1912 
average per gallon was 13 cents, as 
against 12.6 cents previously. In their 
relation to the general total of exports, 
the lubricating products last year stood 
11.58 per cent. in volume and 22.86 per 
cent in value, comparing with 10.44 and 


22.11 ner cent., respectively, in 1911. 
Of the 1912 volume New York held a 


strong lead, with 144,934,778 gallons, an 
increase of 29,931,316 gallons over the 
1911 record. Philadelphia retained 
second place last year, with 47,255,283 
gallons, although failing to equal its 
former total by 6,064,354 gallons. One 
of the most significant comparisons is 
in the record of Sabine shipments, 
which show a gain from 539,488 to 
2,603,203 gallons. 

Of remaining consideration is the rec- 
ord of crude exports, amounting to 172,- 
822,223 gallons ($6,373,771) for 1912, 184,- 
984,498 gallons ($5,791,211) for 1911 and 
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165,500,176 gallons ($5,042,229) for 1910, De- 
spite the disparagement in the volume 
aggregate of last year, as compared 
with that of 1911, equalling 6.56 per 
cent., the value appreciation was 10.06 
per cent. The average per gallon was 
raised from 3.1 to 3.6 cents. Crude con- 
stituted 9.36 per cent. in volume and 
5.22 per cent in value to the 1912 gen- 
eral total, while the proportionate part 
of crude to the former record stood 
10.65 per cent, in volume and 5.55 per 
cent. in value. There was a marked 
change in the standing of the various 
customs classification last year as com- 
pared with those for 1911. San Fran- 
cisco, first in the 1911 summary, with 
60,966,338 gallons, fell to fourth place 
last year with 17,983,555 gallons, while 
Puget Sound took first honors in the 
1912 record with 40,873,128 gallons, as 
against 14,738,545 gallons previously. 
New York, second in 1911, with 49,696,- 
542 gallons, had to take third rank last 
year with 40,778,888 gallons. Cuyahoga 
was a close fourth in 1912, with 39,028,- 
807 gallons, naaving risen from 29,147,611 
gullons the year before. New Orleans 
played a much more important part 
during the twelve months lately ended 
as a base for crude Mexican oil opera- 
tions. The shipments totaled 11,876,435 
gallons, comparing with 1,205,148 gal- 
lons in 1911. The most signal dis- 
paragement in the crude exports of the 
last two years is in the record of Phila- 
delphia declining from 2,971,450 to 1,532 


gallons, 
In the general aggregate of last 
year’s exports, the two leading cus- 


toms districts, New York and Phila- 
delphia, retained their relative positions 
chiefly through the shipments of the il- 
luminating, lubricating and naphtha 
products, but the volume totals in both 
instances fell below those pf 1911; the 
valuation returns, on the other hand, 
marked increases. From New York 
there was shipped last year an aggre- 
gate of 909,497,113 gallons ($73,445,926), 
comparing with 935,649,268 gallons ($65,- 
772,049) in 1911. All mineral oil exports 
from Philadelphia in 1912 amounted to 
353,757,246 gallons ($21,973,999), as 
against 393,583,189 gallons ($21,831,814) 
previously.

NOVEL CUSTOMS PLEAS FAIL TO 
DISTURB OLD PRACTICES, 


The record of the week’s appraisers’ 
decisions at the local port as bearing 
upon the Reporter’s trades and pub- 
lished in the current issue, includes two 
lines of cases in which the efforts of 
importers to upset well-established cus- 
toms rulings have come to naught. The 
boldest attack upon this bulwark of 
precedent has been in connection with 
several essential oils, which are not in 
the enumerated list, and for which the 
trade interests seem to have resorted to 
every possible chance to avoid the 
twenty-five per cent. rate to which the 
articles had been subjected under the 
essential oil classification of paragraph 
three of the tariff act. The possibility 
of free entry was sought under para- 
graph 559 covering crude drugs, under 


paragraph 580 as entering into soap 
manufacture or under paragraph 639, 
in which are included a number of 


enumerated essential oils. As a dutia- 
ble proposition the pertinency of para- 
graph 480 on unenumerated articles at 
either ten or twenty per cent, ad va- 
lorem was attempted to be stretched. 
The real issue before the local board, 
however, appears to have been centered 
in the novel argument that the oils in 
question were the products of drugs 
which were in a natural state, and that 
the oils were accordingly entitled to en- 
try at the rate of one-quarter of a cent 
per pound and ten per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 20, applying to natural 
and uncompounded drugs advanced in

Proposed Paint Legislation in 


Pennsylvania. 
(Speciai to Oil, Paint and Drgg Reporter.) 
Harrisburg, Feb. 1, 1913. 
A paint and turpentine bill was intro- 
duced this week in the Pennsylvania 


House of Representatives by Representa- 


tive Frank H. Rockwell, Tioga county, 
which in many respects is similar to the 
Alter paint measure of the session of 
1911. It provides for the prevention of 
deception in the sale of paint, putty, 
turpentine and linseed oil and their sub- 
stitutes, fixes a penalty of from $25 to 


$100 for violations and, if passed, becomes 
effective September 1. 

The Rockwell measure 
that the exact formula 
be published on the labels of 
but only such information as may 
dicated by a chemical analysis. 

Much opposition to the Alter bill 
veloped two years ago and a series 
hearings, while the bill was before the 
liouse, were attended by some of the 
largest paint manufacturers in the coun- 
try. ‘The bill passed the House, but was 
defeated in the Senate. 

The bill in full ts as follows: 

An act to prevent deception in the sale of 
paint, putty, turpentine and linseed oil or any 
substitutes therefor, and providing penalties 
for the violation thereof. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
the House of Representtatives of the Common- 
Wealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly 
met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, that no person, firm or corporation 


does not require

shall knowingly sell or expose for sale within 
this Commonwealth any paint, putty, turpen- 
tine or linseed oil or any substitutes therefor 


or marked in any manner so as to tend to de- 
ceive the purchaser as to its nature or com- 
position or which is not labeled as hereinafter 
provided. 

Section 2. The 
act shall include oxide 
white lead, dry or in any kind of oil or any 
compound intended for the same use, colors 
ground in oil, paste or semi-paste, paint and 
liquid or mixed paint ready for use. For the 
purposes of this act white lead shall mean 
both the corroded and sublimed product, and 
when the term ‘‘white lead’’ is used on a label 
to describe either product, such term shall be 
qualifiel by the addition of the word “cor- 
roded’’ or ‘‘sublimed’’ as the case may be. 

Section 3. The label required by this act shall 
clearly and distinctly state the name and resi- 
dence of the manufacturer of the paint or of 
the distributor thereof, or of the party for 
whom the same is manufactured, and show the 
name and with a substantial accuracy the 
percentage of each ingredient both solid and 
liquid contained therein, as the same would be 
disclosed by an ordinary chemical analysis 
thereof; it being the intention of this act to 
furnish the consumer with such information 
only concerning the composition of such paint 
as he could obtain by submitting the same to 
a chemical analysis. Said label shall be print- 
ed in plain legible type, and so far as possible 
common English words shall be used instead of

Demurrers in Naval Stores Dissolution 
Case Fail. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Savannah, Ga., Jan 28, 1913. 


Efforts of the American Naval Stores 
Company and other naval stores com- 
panies to have the dissolution suit 
brought against them by the United 
States Government thrown out on de- 
murers have failed and the case will now . 
be tried on its merits. An order over- 
ruling the demurrer has been filed in the 
office of the clerk of the United States 
Court. 

The opinion was rendered January 2 


at Atlanta, Ga., by Judge Pardee, of the 


Circuit Court; Judge Newman, of the 
Northern District Court of Georgia, and 
by Judge Meek, of the Texas District 


Court : 
Clerk Clayton received the order and it 
was immediately filed. These cases have

attention. Owing to the 
fact that the demurrer had not been 
argued, the case was not set for trial 
at the term of the United States Court, 
Judge Emory Speer, presiding, which 
meets here in February. The case will be 
probably set for the fall term. 

Two companies, which were among 
those included by the government, were 
ordered stricken. The judges held there 
was no evidence to show why the Penin- 
sular Naval Stores Company, and the 
Union Naval Stores Company should be 
made parties to the suit, and their names 
were ordered stricken. It was ordered, 
however, that the paragraphs in the 
pleading of the government showing that 
stock in these companies is owned. by 
the American Naval Stores Company, 
called the parent company, should be left 
in the pleading. 

The, first point raised in the demurrer 
was that Alexander Akerman, then as- 
sistant district attorney, had no right to 
bring the suit. It was contended that 
the power given him to ‘“‘conduct’’ suits 
did not give him the power to “‘institute’”’ 
suits. The court held otherwise, and re- 
cited a part of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, which declared that the attorney 
general or any district attorney or as- 
sistant should have the right to bring 
an action of this nature. 

It was asked that paragraphs three to 
thirteen, inclusive, be stricken on the 
ground that they were irrelevant and im- 
material. 

These paragraphs set out in chronolog-

ical order acts or alleged acts of the 
corporations or individuals, connected 
with or members of the corporations, 
which, it is claimed, are in violation of 
the anti-trust law. The acts are those 
of buying, selling and shipping naval 
stores. 

It is held that these matters, while in 


the nature of a history, are both relevant 
and material, and are pertinent in that 
they tend to show actions which are in 
violation of the anti-trust law. That some 
of the companies mentioned in the re- 
cital are out of existence does not matter, 
states the court, for it is with a knowl- 
edge of these facts that the begging and 


continuation of the companies now in 
existence are shown.

Drug Trade Section’s Suggestions for 
Extension of U. S. Postal Service 
Considered by P. 0. Department. 


On behalf of the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation and the Drug 
Trade Section of that organization, 
krancis S. Gardiner, as secretary of the 
parent body, held a conference with postal 
authorities in Washington, D. C., on Jan- 
uary 23. At this conference, Mr. Gardiner 
submitted arguments in favor of extend- 
ing the parcel post service so as to in- 
clude liquids weighing more than twelve 
ounces, as requested by the members of 
tne Drug Trade Section, and asked the 
Postotfice Department to assist in the 
board's efforts to obtain especially low 
charges for the transportation of mer- 
chandise samples through this country’s 
mails, 

Mr. Gardiner discussed both proposals 
at length with James J. Britt, Third As- 
sistant Postmaster-General and, as Mr. 
Britt appeared to be impressed by the 
reasonable character of the applications 
for an extension of the postal service 
along these lines, it is now hoped that 
long-desired favorable action will be 
taken on these scores within the near 
future. In the case of the application 
for the admission to the parcel post serv- 
ice of liquids weighing more than twelve 
ounces, it is believed that this result 
may be obtained by action on the part of 
the Postoffice Department without re- 
course to special legislation by Congress 
put, in the case of tne attempt to Se- 
cure exceptionally low postal charges 
for merchandise samples, it is understood 
that the existing postal law of. this coun- 
try will have to be amended and_ sup- 
plemented so as to emoerace, in addition 
to its present mail matter classification 
and rates, a special provision for ‘‘sam- 
ples,’ similar to that embodied in the In- 
ternational Postal Union regulations 
which are in force Germany, France 
and England and are observed by the 
United States only to the extent of de- 
livering mail addressed to persons in this 
country which has been sent from Eu- 
ropecan countries where these regulations 
obtain in their entirety. 

The International Postal Union's defini- 
tion for “‘samples,’”’ which the Drug Trade 
Section and the Board of Trade and 
Transpertation wishes to have incorpora- 


ted in the postal laws of the United 
States, follows:— 

“Samples’’ are restricted to actual trade 
specimens or samples, and must have no sal- 
able value beyond their intrinsic value as an 
actual ‘‘sample.’’ 

The postal rates charged by the va- 


rious countries in the International Pos- 
tal Union for the transportation and de- 
livery of these samples vary according to 
the country in question but, in every in- 
stance, they are materially below those 
asked for regular salable merchandise, 
The Drug Trade Section and its parent 
organization therefore hope to obtain 
trom Congress the addition of a definite 
provision to the existing postal laws of 
the United States which will make a spe- 
cial classification for merchandise sam- 
ples and a special rate for them lower 
than those now set forth in the provisions 
for other merchandise, It 1s thought prob- 
able that, if the unqualified approval and 
indorsement of the Postoffice Department 
is obtained on this proposal, little diffi- 
culty will be experienced later, when an 
effort to secure legislation on this score 
by Congress is attempted by the Drug 
Trade Section, the Board of Trade and 
Transportation and other associations of 
merchants and shippers in this country. 

Prior to Mr. Gardiner’s visit to Mr. 
Britt and other officials of the Postoffice 
Department, a letter applying for an ex- 
tension of the parcel post law, so as to 
include liquids weighing more than 
twelve ounces in that service, was drafted 
and forwarded to the Postmaster-General, 
Frank H. Hitchcock, in Washington, D. 
C., by the Drug Trade Section’s Executive 
Committee, of which C, R. Cosby of Eli 
Lilly & Co, is chairman,

The Minneapolis Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter 

Minneapolis, Minn., Jan. 29, 1913. 
Flaxseed has been exceedingly strong in 
the Northwest in the last week. The cash 
situation at Minneapolis has followed the 


) 


strength in the May option, spot to-day 
selling at 1@1%c,. discount. The bulge is 
expected to be only temporary and is 


ascribed to shorts covering at Duluth and 
perhaps a little export inquiry. Crushers 
here generally do not believe that there is 
anything in the situation to warrant any 
special advance. Terminal receipts are 
satisfactory and are expected to continue 
so, providing interior elevators can get 
the necessary cars to ship with. - 

Inquiry throughout the Northwest indi- 
cates that the crop has been pretty well 
marketed in Southern Minnesota and 
South Dakota, but in North Dakota, 
where the large part of the crop is grown, 
there is perhaps 25 per cent. or more still 
to come forward. This means at least 
5,000,000 or 6,000,000 bushels more based on 
the government’s estimate of the size of 
the crop. Trade estimates of the size of 
the crop are still higher. 

When it is taken into consideration that 
stocks at Minneapolis and Duluth, includ- 


ing those in mills’ private storage here, 
are, approximately 4,000,000 bushels, this 
means that there is available for con- 


suniption 9,000,000 or 10,000,000 bushels of 
domestic seed, to say nothing of per- 
haps an equal quantity of Canadian seed, 
it is seen that there is really nothing bull- 
ish in the situation. Some crushers feel 
that they really do not have to buy on 
every little bulge, that there will be 
more than enough seed to go around, and 
that they can fill their requirements later 
for less money. é 

A considerable quantity of Canadian 
seed has been purchased in the last week 
by Minneapolis crushers, estimates of the 
sale3, made ranging between 200,000 and 
300,000 bushels. A letter received to-day 
from Canada states that the grain grow- 
ers’ association there is cleaning about 
200,000 bushels of seed for shipment to 
Minneapolis against sales already made. 

With an embargo against Port Arthur 
and Fort William by two of the Canadian 
railroads, the chances are that shipments 
from producing territory in Western 
Canada to Duluth and Minneapolis will 
show a material increase from now on. 
The elevators at Duluth are preparing for 
a heavy movement of Canadian flaxseed 
and traders at Minneapolis look for more 
activity nere soon. 

On the basis of present prices, Canadian 
seed is a good buy for Minneapolis crush- 
ers. To-day Duluth May was quoted at 
$1.24% and cash seed in Minneapolis was 
selling at $1.33. Winnipeg May was 
quoted at $1.15% or, spot delivered in 
Minneapolis, $1.13%. With the duty of 25c. 
per bushel added, this would mean $1.38. 
When the by-product is exported the 
crusher obtains a drawback equivalent to 
Se. per bushel, which would make 
Canadian seed to the Minneapolis crusher 
net about $1.30%, or 24c. per bushel less 
than domestic seed cost on to-day’s mar- 
ket. The drawback fluctuates a little ac- 
cording to the price of the seed, and the 
oil and by-preducts command. A _ couple 
of years ago when prices were high the 
drawback amounted to only about &%. per 
bushel. On the basis of present prices, 
however, the drawback is said to be al- 
most &ce. 

European markets are expected to show 
further weakness as soon as the Argentine 
crop: begins arriving in volume abroad. 
Shipments from the Argentine to date are 
perhaps not as heavy as have been ex- 
pected, but they are increasing and their 
iniluence will shortly be felt. Advices 
from that country state that the Argen- 
tine has at least 1,000,000 tons of flaxseed, 
which is equivalent to 40,000,000 bushels 
and that a portion of the crop will take 
at least another week or ten days to 
mature. With favorable weather condi- 
tions, such as they are now having there, 
this may mean that the early estimates of 
the crop may be found to be too conserva- 
tive. Samples of new-crop Argentine seed 
received in Minneapolis are of very good 
quality and when tested, averaged about 
37 per cent, oil 

In the week ended January 25 Minne- 
apolis received 416,400 bushels of flaxseed, 
compared with 184,240 in 1912, and shipped 
out 90,440 bushels, against 27,250 in 1912. 
In the same period Duluth received 
170,660 bushels of domestic seed and 20,515 
Canadian, compared with 164,235 in 1912. 
Shipments from the head-of-the-lake 
were 58,550 bushels of domestic and 4,925 
Canadian, against 154,820 in 1912.

There was an advance of 4% cents on the 


market at Buenos Ayres, while the Cal- 
cutta seed on the London market has 
made the largest advance of all, 10% 
cents. 

The remarkable advance at London 


may be accounted for largely by the bad 
weather and drouth in India, and this 
naturally has pulled up the price at Ar- 


gentina, whose seed is largely marketed 
in Europe. This state of affairs natural- 
ly has had some bullish influence at 


Duluth and Winnipeg, but the principal

bullish factor on these markets has been 
the falling off of the receipts from the 


country elevators. 

This falling off, coupled with a fairly 
strong demand on the part of crushers, 
has induced speculators during the last 
few days, especially to-day, to do some 
active bidding, in anticipation of higher 
prices. The Minneapolis demand for lin- 
seed has been exceptionally strong. To- 


day the cash price at Minenapolis closed 





at the remarkably high figure of $1.34, 
being 1% cents over the Duluth sh 
close. This shows plainly that the crush- 


ers of Minneapolis are anxious to get as 


much of the flaxseed of the Northwest 
as they can turn to that market, rather 
than let it come to Duluth. The Minne- 


apolis buyers, have been bidding over the 
Duluth price for a long time, evidently 
fearing a shortage of the seed, and the 
necessity of importing it before there is 
another American harvest, notwithstand- 


ing the enormous American crop of 1912.

by the Bureau of Statistics at Washing- 


ton show that notwithstanding the fact 
that the crop of flaxseed of the United 
States in the year 1912 was far larger 


than the crop of the year 1911, the im- 


ports of flaxseed in 1912 exceeds those 
of 1911. This plainly shows that there 
must have been a vastly enlarged con- 
sumption of the seed in this country in 
1912 than in 1911, due, no doubt, to the 
revival of general business activity, 
which, of course, always means much 
new building and the consumption or 
paint. The exports of flaxseed are so 


small in both years as to be hardly worth 
taking into consideration at all,

Last year, as wiil readily be seen, the 


imports of flaxseed into the United States 
were mainly from Canada. There was 
quite a falling off in the imports from 
other countries, especially Argentina. 

This is not surprising in view of the 
great drop that the flaxseed prices had 
in this country, greatly reducing the 
inducement that once existed for 
bringing flaxseed to the United States 
from far-away India, Argentina, Belgium 
and England. Canadian flaxseed on the 
other hand has been produced in enor- 
mous quantities on the newly developed 
lands of Western Canada and has found 
a way into the United States, notwith- 
standing low prices on this side and a 
high tariff wall between. 

The exports of flaxseed from the United 
States in 1909 were 941 bushels: in 1910, 
4,274 bushels; in 1911, 941 bushels, and in 
1912, 20,180 bushels. In all of these years 
the exports were so small as to be in- 
considerable in estimating the general 
flaxseed trade of the country. 

The large importation of flaxseed into 
the United States in 1910 was due largely 
to the short crop, for in that year, ac- 
cording to the government statistics, the 
total American flaxseed crop was 12,718,- 
00) bushels. In 1911 the total crop was 
19,370,000 bushels, and in 1912, 28,073,000 
bushels.

The Chicago Market.

Chicago, Ill., Jan. 30, 1913. 
The flaxseed market at Chicago remains 
dull and inactive. Buyers refuse to dis- 
play any interest in this line during the 
week and, as was the case the previous 
week, it was impossible to secure even 
a nominal quotation. The lack of inquiries 


at Chicago has been a feature for sev- 
eral weeks past and users continue to 


show no inclination to enter this market. 
At the close of the week a sample was 
shown here, but there were no buyers in 
the market bidding for it. The general 
feeling existing here from day to day 
is governed entirely by the action of 
prices at Northwestern points. Steady ad- 
vances in the Northwest during the week 
at Minneapolis and Duluth caused crush- 
ers and other local handlers to display 
confidence in pfices, but they failed to 
make any requests for flax here. Surface 


indications are that local and nearby 
crushers believed the large crop raised 
in Argentina would bring about lower 


levels on this side, but they are coming 
to realize that the crops of previous years 
were not what were required and that 
there are many holes to be filled. For- 
mer buyers at Chicago continue to fill re- 
quirements at Northwestern points, and 
their purchases in that section of the 
country during the week were believed 
to have been fairly liberal by handlers 
here. The feeling at Chicago changed to 
one of partial weakness on several oc- 
casions when slight recessions were re- 
corded in the Northwest, but this feeling 
was rather short lived, as with the re- 
covery of the declines established, and 
additional gains, sentiment again favored 
holders. Local users who had backed 
away from Northwestern offerings early 
in the week because of price gains re- 
entered the market on the slight dips 
and the feeling existing among them at 
tre close of the week was firmer than 
that in evidence earlier, this, too, in spite 
of the advances. Holders here showed 
no anxiety in marketing their supply. Ar- 
rivals of flaxseed at Chicago during the 
week were 36,000 bushels larger than the 
preceding like period at 52,000 bushels, 
compared with receipts of 36,900 bushels 
for the same week last year. Shipments 
from here were 1,000 bushels less than 
last week, totaling 16,000 bushels, but this 
proved 7,90) bushels larger than the cor- 
responding time last year.

Reports from Argentina were conflicting 
in character in some instances, but those 
received from generally accepted authori- 
ties abroad were mainly favorable. Cable 
advices received during the week gave 
further assurance that the crop of that 
country is a large one, and that thresh- 
ing was accomplished under favorable 
conditions. Regarding the quality of the 
crop raised in that country, advices 
stated it was of far better quality than 
the preceding few years. Argentina has 
already commenced to ship flaxseed in 
earnest. During the past week that coun- 
try exported 848,000 bushels, an increase 
of 510,00 bushels over the previous week. 
A year ago there were only 83,000 bushels 


exported for a corresponding _ time. 
Weather conditions have been reported 
as unfavorable in India. Exports from 


there last week were only 53,000 bushels, 
showing a falling off of 15,000 bushels 
from the preceding week, and being 30,000 
bushels smaller than the like period last 
year. Exports of flaxseed from Russia 
and the Danube since August 1, 1912, were 
3,068,000 bushels, against 4,296,000 the pre- 


vious year, and 5,008,000 bushels for the 
Same time in 1911. 
LINSEED OIL. 
The firmness displayed by linseed oil 
during last week was again in evidence 
at the outset of the past week and in- 


creased as the week wore away. Demand 
continued of an urgent character from all 
sources and the volume of business 
showed a decided increase in consequence. 
Users of linseed oil are coming to real- 
ize the strong position this market oc- 
cupies and are endeavoring to lay in sup- 
plies for future needs, as indications point 
for a_ time.

Stronger prices abroad acted as an in- 
fluence in the local market and steady 
advances in flaxseed prices all over the

The strength in flaxseed was responsible 
for much of the increased inquiry for lin- 
seed oil. Tightness of offerings was even 
more pronounced than during the preced- 


ing week, this in spite of the fact that 
carloads brought 45c. for raw and 46c. 
for boiled. Single lots were in brisk de- 
mand and gains were materially larger 
than those recorded for larger amounts, 
raw being marked up to 50c. a gallon 
and boiled to Sie. a gallon. There was 


practically little trading done in futures, 
as holders were unwilling to commit 
themselves to sales of even moderate pro- 
portions for forward delivery because of 
the higher prices expected to rule later on. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 
There was no change from the congested 
condition occupied by linseed oil cake for

The unusually mild weather which 
has prevailed this month has helped 
the consumption of paint materials, and 
in many cases demand for white lead, 
linseed oil and other materials is said 
to be far in excess of the figures for 
January, 1912. jBuying on future re- 
quirements, however, is not general 
though sellers are almost a unit in pre- 
dicting a better spring season than last 
year. Linseed oil continues to be the 
prime factor in the market, and 
another advance in price was made this 
week. White lead and the other lead 
products are holding steady with pig 
lead, and generally speaking the market 
for paint materials is characterized by 
a steadiness in prices. Zines, both 
foreign and domestic, are meeting with 
g0od call and the activity of this market 
is helped by the fact that trades, other 
than the paint trade, are heavy con- 
sumers of this material. Varnish gums 
are not moving freely just now and 
China wood oil is decidedly slow, but 
the latter is feeling the effects of the 
increased demand for linseed oil and 
all oils which formerly were used in 
conjunction with linseed are quiet at 
present, or at least are not finding an 
outlet through the paint trade. A re- 
port from Japan giving the imports into 
that country for the ten months ending 
October, 1912, shows that consumption 
of paint materials there is not increas- 
ing. In the case of white lead and the 
lead pigments considerable falling off is 
noted in comparison with other years. 
Complete reviews of the linseed oil and 
naval stores markets will be found on 
pages 21 and 24, respectively. For a 
review of the Western seed and oil 
markets see page 12.

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, etc. 


PIG LEAD.—Pig lead has been un- 
changed during this week, and the 
quotation is maintained at 4.35c, It is 
generally considered that the price of 
lead is comparatively low and advances 
in price are feared from time to time, 
but other considerations, such as com- 
petition in selling, fear of probable tar- 
tend to keep prices

down. St. Louis quotes lead firm at 
4.2214c, In London the market closed 
at £16 7s. 6d. Receipts of lead in St. 


Louis from January 1 to end of last 
week were 187,780 pigs, as against 196,- 
620 pigs a year ago. Shipments were 
141,580 pigs, against 121,340 pigs a year 
ago, 

WHITE LEAD.—The open weather 
has been a big help to outside activi- 
ties, and this has meant a greater de- 
mand for white lead as well as for 
other paint materials. Local sellers of 
white lead report a very good demand 
for white lead and say the trade is 
much more active than it was a year 
ago. Prices are being steadily main- 
tained, and the pigment is offered at 
54c. for dry white lead in car lots and 
white lead in oil is sold in large lots 
at 6%c. There is reported to be some 
variations in price according to sellers, 
but corroders claim that present prices 
are low and are in close parity with 
producing costs. No further develop- 
ments have come to light regarding 
the attempt of jobbers to make more 
profit from their sales of white lead. 
Exports of white lead last week were 
valued at $8,983. The lowering in price 
of pig lead in England has caused a 
decline in demand for white lead from 
that quarter. 

RED LEAD.—A fair demand for red 
lead is reported in the metropolitan 
district where building operations are 
favorable for the consumption of this 
oxide. The market is keeping steady 
in harmony with pig lead, and quota- 
tions are held at 64% @7c. 

LITHARGE.—A report from England 
says that litharge is being put on the 
market, made by a new process which 
is said to produce a clear light-yellow 
color, fine texture, freedom from grit, 
low content of free lead and absence of 
peroxide. The local market for litharge 
is quiet with sellers quoting 6%4@7c. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Very slow call 
for this product. New business is un- 
important and the market lacks devel- 
opment. Domestic grades are quoted 
at 8%@10c. 

ZINCS.—Local sellers say there is 
a good delivery of zines on existing 
orders and new business from the paint 
and other trades is better than normal. 
The season promises to be active and 
as last year recorded a larger consump- 
tion of zines than 1911, it is evident that 
consumption of zines is expanding.

European Flax Crop for 1912. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Toronto, Canada, Jan. 30, 1912, 

Ww. J. Egan, Canadian Trade Commis- 
sioner at Manchester, England, makes the

Philadelphia Drug Exchange Holds 
Annual Banquet. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Philadelphia, Jan. 31, 1913. 


Co-operation in this, an age marked 
rather by the accomplishments of a union 
of men and interests, was the keynote of 
the policy advocated by the speakers last 
evening at the annual banquet of the 

‘hiladelphia Drug Exchange. It took 
place in the south garuen on the roof of 
the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel. The annual 
meeting and election of the Exchange 
took place on Tuesday. 

Only occasional direct references were 
made to the drug trade by the speakers, 
the tendency being apparently to elimi- 
nate “shop,” and if the subject of drug 
trade conditions was approached to do 
so in rather an apologetic way. An ac- 
ceptable exception to this tendency was 
comprised in the short address by Pro- 
fessor Joseph P. Remington, who an- 
nounced the closing stage in the prepara- 
tion of the United States Pharmacopeia 
and assured his hearers “‘not to worry, 
for there are going to be no mines sprung 
upon you,” : 

Unfortunately John Ferguson, just re- 
elected president of the _ time-honored 
organization—it was the fifty-second an- 
nual meeting that was held on Tuesday— 
was unable to be present to perform the 
duties of toastmaster. Mr, Ferguson has 
not been in the best of health, and al- 
though he did preside at the meeting 
earlier in the week, he returned to At- 
lantic City the following! day to enjoy a 
complete rest. ; 

But he had a most worthy successor in 
the person of Clayton F. Shoemaker, 
member of the Board of Directors, the 
Entertainment Committee, and as such, 
author of the masterly report of the 
board, which in printed form is always a 
feature of the business of the annual 
meeting. Although the hour of 6.30 was 
set for the time of dinner, it was nearly 
an hour later that Chairman Walter V. 
Smith, of the Entertainment Committee, 
gave the sigual for the opening of the 
dovrs from the reception hall into the 
banquet room. Mr. Smith believes that 
this hour of handshaking and exchange of 
greetings between members of the LEx- 
change who may not have seen each other 
since the banquet of the previous year is 
no small factor in the enjoyment of the 
evening. And so the number of late 
comers was reduced to a minimum, 

At the long head table were seated the 
officers and directors of the Exchange and 
their guests. There were one or two ab- 
sentees among the members of the board, 
but the drug interests that have helped 
to make this city’s enviable reputation 
as a center in this branch of industry

were represented by the following, all of 
whom represent houses known all over 
the country:—Charles E. Hires, A. Robin-

Between the courses of the excellent 
menu the coming generation of control in 
the drug trade here joined with the or- 
chestra in singing the popular airs of the 
day, while the older generation, about 
passing the management of affairs to their 
sons, brightened up and enjoyed the sing- 
ing of songs of long ago. Several solos 
by Kdward O, Bransome, a son of D 
by sransome, of this city, and affiliated 
with the main offices of Johnson & Joln- 
ou, Were most enjoyable features of the 
program. 

in his opening remarks Chairman Shoe- 
muker emphasized the value of co-opera- 
tion in all lines of business and paid a 
warm compliment to the Philadelphia 
Drug Exchange and its annual banquet 
tor what it had done for more than half 
a century for the drug trade of the city 
and vicinity. 

in replying to 
Age,” the Rev. 


toast, “The Present 
William Muir Auld, 
pastor of Calvary Church, congratulated 
the assembled business men upon the 
facilities they enjoyed in the present day 
for carrying on their business. In men- 
tioning some of these improvements he 
referred particularly to what was entire- 
ly new in this age—the Marconi wireless 
and the use of serums and anti-toxins 

rather than the evolution of the telephone 
or greater speed and better methods of 
travel which he said, while most marked, 
were simply the improvements upon ideas 
of the past. It was these entirely new 
ideas, declared Dr. Auld, which represent- 
ed our own and the age of the past. He 
also amplified the remarks of the toast- 
master as to co-operation and the bigger 
business of the times, 

William R. Eldredge discussed the part 
that advertising was playing in modern 
business methods. In most interesting 
way he referred to the efforts of various 
manufacturers to enhance the sales of 
their products, some successfully and 
others disastrously. As there were rep- 
resentatives of houses present which are 
spending thousands of dollars annually, 
Mr. Eldredge’s remarks were listened to 
with rapt attention. 

A sharp contrast between the part that 
the young man whose mind has been 
trained to think along general lines and 
that of the man who was an expert in 
only one line was drawn by Professor 
Calvin O. Althouse, a member of the 
faculty of the Philadelphia Central High 
School. He referred with pride to the 
fact that the toastmaster, as well as 
many of his hearers, were graduates of 
that institution. Mr. Althouse showed 
in a striking manner that the time of the 
individual is past; that they have given 
way to groups of men in business and 
combinations of thought. 

Professor Remington, who had just re- 
turned from a trip to Florida, referred 
with pride to his big catch of fish, 514% 
pounds, during his sojourn there. Notic-— 
ing the smile that greeted this ‘‘fish 
story,’”’ Professor Remington offered to 
compromise by throwing off that half- 
pound, but further than that he refused 
to go. As he had been introduced as the 
chairman of the Committee on Revision, 
Professor Remington announced that his 
hearers would probably be interested in 
the fact that the Ninth Revision of the 
United States Pharmacopeia would be 
ready to go into the hands of the printer 
by July 1 next. 

“But don't worry about any mines be- 
ing sprung on the drug trade,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘The changes will all be published 
in the trade journals beforehand, and we 
want you to be on the lookout for them. 
Aud if you don’t agree after that with 
what the committee has done, say so be- 
fore it is too late. Don’t wait until after 
the Pharmacopeeia is printed to raise ob- 
jections,”’ 

An enthusiastic vote of thanks, at the 
suggestion of the toastmaster, was ten- 
dered Chairman Walter V. Smith of the 
Eutertainment Committee, who, it was 
explained, was the real host of the even- 
ing, for it was upon his shoulders that 
most of the work of the committee had 
fallen. It was a matter of regret that 
Mayor Rudolph Blankenburg was unable 
on account of a cold to participate. The 
banquet concluded with the singing of 
Auld Lang Syne, a time-honored custom 
at these gatherings.

They were arraigned before’ John A, 
Shields, United States Commissioner, and 
were held in heavy bail for the action of 
the grand jury.

The prescription for 
thirty pounds of opium was said to have 
been only one of many written to enable 
deaiers in smoking opium to obtain their 
raw material.

Reports from India state that the 
growing crop there is in need of rain 
and has been damaged by the drouth 
having the effect of strengthening 
prices in all markets. The Argentine is 
shipping in good quantity, and earlier 
estimates seem worthy of belief, which 
means that a record crop has been har- 
vested there. Opinions differ regarding 
the amount of seed yet to come for- 
ward in this country, but it is admit- 
ted that some of the producing States, 
particularly North Dakota, have heavy 
amounts which will reach the market 
later on. The quality of American seed 
is excellent. Canadian seed is in de- 
mand at present both by Eastern and

The early 
demand for futures was said to eman- 
ate chiefly from speculative sources, 
although it was asserted in several 
quarters that moderate expansion had 
taken place both in the domestic and 
foreign inquiry. Later the demand sub- 


sided and the tone became easier, but 
the sustained position of crude oil 
ucted like a barrier toward any at- 
tempt to smash refined values. Crush- 
ers are inclined to keep their views 
just above the offer price of buyers, 
and regardless of reports that many

Many speculators, as well 
as some professional traders, seemed possessed 
with the idea that values were due for a down- 
turn, and for this reason they were taking 
hold cautiously. Foreign advices were more 
encouraging to holders and quite a few orders 
were received from abroad, ‘The stock yards 
contingent were good sellers through broker- 
age houses at times, presumably in the way 
of taking profits. The stronger position de- 
veloped during the week was weakened some- 
what by the posting of official hog figures 
of the Department of Agriculture, which were 
not as bullish as private estimates led the 
trade to expect. The figures as given out by 
the government placed the number of hogs on 
farms of the United States at 61,178,000 head, 
showing a decrease of 4,232,000 head when 
compared with a year ago. Private estimates 
placed the decrease at over 5,000,000 head. 
The total a year ago was 65,410,000 head, 
and in 1911 it was 65,620,000 head. Cash trade 
was quite active on domestic account, and 
there was also a fair export business reported.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—There is plenty 
of China wood oil on spot, but the 
market is very quiet and demand for 
this oil has fallen off to a consid- 
erable extent.

OIL MARKET.

CORN OIL.—Prices in the market for 
corn oil were irregular during the in- 
terval. The week opened with trading 
dull, which prompted dealers to reduce 
the quotation l10c. on Wednesday to 
$5.45 per 100 pounds for car lots. As 
soon as the change went into effect a 
good demand set in, strengthening the 
market materially. Competing oils 
were also firm. On Friday leading in- 
terests advanced the price 10c., which 
put the market on the same basis as a 
week ago. Trading was chiefly for do- 
mestic account, but a better demand 
was reported from foreign consumers. 
Closing prices were $5.55 per 100 pounds 
for barreled oil in car lots, $5.60 for 
5 barrels, and $5.15 for tanks, 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, Jan. 30, 1913. 

The strong positions occupied by the differ- 
ent oil markets was reflected in corn oil at 
Chicago during the past week, but advances 
were not general. The demand was fair 
throughout the week, and some handlers re- 
pert that they were sold ahead from 20 to 45 
days. Closing quotations showed corn oil in 
tank cars at a higher level, being quoted at 
$4.80 per 100 pounds. The balance of the 
price list, however, remained stationary, bar- 
reled oil being quoted at $5.10 per 100 pounds 
for car lots; $5.15 per 100 pounds for lots of 
six barrels or more, and $5.20 for five barrels 
or less. 

OLIVE OIL.—Aside from a_ steady 
undertone, no changes were reported, in 
the olive oil situation. Business was of 
the same routine character which AS 
prevailed since the high prices were 
established, and the consumers were 
not inclined to book business for future 
account. Prices abroad were strong, 
and dealers claim that the present cost 
of import was in many instances above 
the New York basis. Denatured oil 
was still offering at 88c. per gallon, but 
prices ranged up to 92c. on high test oil. 
Foots were nominally quoted on the 
7%c. basis for prime green stock. Some 


holders would not consider anything 
under 8c. per pound, 

PALM OIL.—In sympathy with the 
upward trend of prices abroad, the 


market for palm oil was strong in all 
quarters. Leading interests advanced 
prices about 4c. per pound. The de- 
mand was routine at all times, but with 
spot supplies moderate dealers were 
asking full prices up to the close on 
Saturday. Laygos on the spot was re- 
ported sold at 74c. per pound on a 
round lot. Quotations ranged from 7\c. 
to 74c. per pound as to quantity, Ship- 
ments were offering at 7c, Red prime 
palm oil was held with confidence, 
dealers doing business at prices rang- 
ing from 6144c. to 7T%c., as to package 
and quantity. Off grades were on the 
market at concessions. 

Advices from Liverpool under 
of January 18 state:— 

The feature of our market in the past week 
was the continued good demand for all kinds of 
soft river oils, which are once more fully 15s. 
per ton dearer, and wherein considerable 
transactions have taken place, mostly in the 
near positions, while the other descriptions 
show hardly any change, and are only in lim- 
ited request, The discount for the distant de- 
liveries of soft river oils is round about 20s. 
per ton, and 10s.@20s. for Lagos. The quota- 
tions of other oils, however, are even for 
April-May and May-June positions on the same 
level with January-February. Total transac- 
tions about 1,300 tons, The visible supply and 
the offerings remain very limited ones, and in 
all probability we shall further apprecia- 
tion of soft river oils. tone at the close 
remains firm. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—The market 
was strong, and an advance of about 
4c. per pound was recorded during the

week. The demand was fairly active 
in all quarters, as this oil was com- 
ing into favor since the cocoanut oil 


prices have attained the record levels. 


Primary markets were trending up- 
ward, as advances were noted in the 
price of kernels. Leading interests 
were asking from 9'%c. to 9%c. per 


pound for prompt deliveries, with ship- 
ments quoted at 9@9%c., the outside 
figure being quoted for February. Dur- 
ing the week 25 tons of palm kernel oil 


for prompt delivery sold at 9%c. per 
pound. 

PEANUT OIL.—In sympathy with 
other oils, a firmer tone was in evi- 
dence in all quarters of the market 
for peanut oil. The demand was fair 


from soap makers. Advices from pri- 
mary centers report a good demand 
from European consumers. Supplies 
on hand were liberal, but so as to ef- 
fect quotations. Local dealers were 
holding out for 64%@7'%c. per pound on 
soap-makers’ stock, prompt and nearby 
delivery. Marseilles quoted prompt 
shipments at 67 francs per 100 kilos, 
an advance of 1 frane for the week. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Conditions gov- 
erning the rapeseed oil market were

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practically unchangéd, both here and 
abroad. Business was only routine, as 
consumers were not inclined to aug- 
ment stocks at prevailing quotations. 
Seed was a shade easier at primary 
centers, but this had little effect on the 
ideas of sellers. Refined oil was quoted 
at £31 per ton in London for spot de- 


livery. Closing prices in the various 
grades were:—Refined, 68@69c.; blown, 
72@738c.; French refined, 78@s80c. per 
gallon. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The upward 
trend of linseed oil instilled more con- 
fidence into the holders of soya bean 
oil. As the advance in linseed oil is 
looked upon as being only temporary, 
dealers were not inclined to do pbusi- 


ness in soya bean. oil, and most stock 
on the market was offering at private 
terms. Trading was at a standstill.

Basis for Fixing Freight Rates. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Jan. 31, 1913. 

It is a matter of interest and specula- 
tion among persons who are keeping in 
touch with the decisions of the courts 
and of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion how far the courts will sustain de- 
cisions that have been made by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission touching 
the question of the profits which trans- 
portation companies may estimate for in 
fixing freight rates, 

This question has come to the front 
just now as the result of a decision made 
by Commissioner McChord on a coal and 
coke case involving rates for the trans- 
portation of this product from points on 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad. The 
issues involved in this case were whether 
rates made were fair and reasonable and 
what elements should enter into the ques- 
tion of fixing the rate from the railroad’s 
standpoint. Some comments made by 
Commissioner McChord, with the approval 
of his colleagues of the commission, 
would seem to indicate that the commis- 
sion entertains the opinion that the car- 
riers are disposed to estimate too lib- 
erally for what might be termed exces- 
sive charges in the way of high salaries 
of officials, etc., in making certain that 
all freight charges made in the traffic 
sheets filed with the commission shall 
insure that the railroad obtains a reason- 
able return upon all its investments, In 
connection with this opinion the commis- 
sion quotes with approval a decision by 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
in a Minnesota case in which this sub- 
ject of what elements should enter into 
estimates for freight rates is considered, 
The commission in this part of the pres- 
ent opinion says:— 


However, it should be borne in mind that 
the costs as here figures include practically 
all of the costs except return upon capital 
account. It has been roughly estimated that 
of the total costs only about 50 per cent. are 
what may be termed out-of-pocket cost—that 
is, the cost of fuel, wages of crews and repairs 
to locomotives and cars. The other 50 per 
cent. is made up of salaries of general of- 
ficers, way and structure account, etc., to 
which the carrier would be subject, whether 
or not the particular commodity moves. In 
other words, when the carrier claims that the 
cost of moving the coal is 4 mills the actual 
outlay on the part of the carrier for the par- 
ticular business is not much in excess of 
mills, 

Anything above the out-of-pocket cost of 
handling is a contribution to general expenses, 
and to that extent tends to relieve rather than 
burden other traffic. While cost is an impor- 
tant element in determining the reasonableness 
of freight rates, it is not controlling, and we 
do not think a yreasonable maximum rate is 
ipso facto only such a rate as pays a fixed 
distributive share of all operating expenses. 

So long as freight is classified this cannot 
be, and the preservation of that classification 
calls for the exercise of ‘‘the flexible limit of 
judgment which belongs to the power to fix 
rates."’ While, in their own way, defendants 
have attempted to show the cost of transport- 
ing coal and coke from these mines and ovens, 
the following expression of the Supreme Court 
is pertinent:— 

“The difficulty with defendant's case is that 
it made no attempt to show the cost of carry- 
ing coal in carload lots, and that even in 
proving that the cost of transporting all mer- 
chandise exceeded the rate fixed by the com- 
mission on this coal, the interest upon bonds 
and dividends upon stock were included in the 
operating expenses. The propriety of the first 
is at least doubtful, the impropriety of the sec- 
ond is plain. We do not intend, however, to 
intimate that the road is not entitled to some- 
thing more than operating expenses. * *

strong advance over the previous week's 
figures, indicating that the weather get- 
ting such that material can be moved to a 
better advantage than for several weeks 
back. While there was a heavy increase 
in wells drilled, dry holes and gas wells, 
there was a slight fajling off in production, 
owing to the smallness of the wells drilled 
in, no gushers being in evidence in any of 
the known fields, During the week there 
Was a total of 186 wells drilled, with 65 dry 
holes and gas wells, leaving 23 oi] pro- 
ducers with a new production of 3,550 bar- 
rely, or close to 27 barrels per well. 

What is meant by the rapid advances 
the price of crude petroleum during 
week may be a mystery to some, but not to 
those familiar with the industty. The ad 
vances come from the supply @md demand, 
The demand is heavy for some of the 
main products the crude that’ better 
prices must prevail to get the drilling start- 
ed to tind the production to meet these de- 
mands. Gasoline is one of the products that 
mostly needed at this time. There is 
plenty of low-grade crude in the country, 
but the shortage is in the higher grade that 
will make the product that is wanted at 
this time and will be 


wanted more from 
now on than during the past. 

The late advance has put the crude 
almost any one with a few dollars can 
afford to iake the chance at doing 
test work, for if oil found the income 
much greater than years, Pennsylvania

No strike of more than ordinary importance 
has been made during the last week of the 
month, Completions are credited to several 
of the newer districts, but all are light in ca- 
pacity. 

The latest strike in the new 
field does but five barrels daily. 
tion is not far removed from the sensational 
hundred-barrel well drilled .the latter part of 
last month. This small producer is not dis- 
couraging developments, and Morgan county is 
still attracting many new operators, who see 
in the deep sand strike which yielded 100 bar- 
rels daily possibilities for a new deep sand 
district in upper Kentucky. A well of ten 
barrels’ capacity was completed in the Bussey- 
ville district, Lawrence county. This well is 
also in a deep sand field. On Stilwell Creek, 
Wolfe county, a new completion is reported, 
with a yield of ten barrels daily. 

Im lower, Kentucky the only results for the 
week were accomplished in Wayne county. 
That field shows four new completions, one of 
which was a failure. On Rock Creek, in the 
lower end of the county, two recent strikes 
make twenty-five and forty barrels, respec- 
tively. A small producer is credited to the 
Griffin pool. Interest in lower Kentucky is 
mainty centered on a newly proven extension of 
the Rock Creek district. Last week a yield of 
one hundred barrels daily was reported from a 
wildcat well several miles ahead of the pipe 
line, later reports being that the strike is one 
of the best in recent months in lower Ken- 
tucky. A territory of great extent looks good 
as a result of this completion and will contain 
many new drills before another month ends. 

Developments in the mountain counties, 
where deep searches are under way, are very 
slow. This country is remote from sources of 
drilling supplies, and the least breakdown 
means a delay of several weeks in getting 
proper supplies. Several wells in Breathitt, 
Knox and Perry counties have been tied up 
by fishing jobs. Pennsylvanians in Knox 
county have a fishing job at 1,800 feet, just 
entering a good sand, The same lack of sup- 
plies has retarded operations in the Allen and 
Ohio county districts of Western Kentucky, 
where several idle rigs are reported, 

A new five-cent advance on Somerset oil is 
elating many operators who have been busy 
with preparations for activity in various new 
districts.

H. H. Nally No. 3 on the L, Martin, in 20-21-8 
is good for fifty barrels in the Layton sand. 

The success of the Kathleen Oil Company's 
No, 1 on the Beeby Darrisaw farm, in 6-17-7, 
in the Cushing field, which immediately filled 
up with oil when the Wheeler sand was tapped, 
gives the field a total width of over four miles 
of solid producing territory. This company is 
now starting two test wells six miles in ad- 
vance, on the Hardie Cobb, 26-17-8, and the 
Johnnie Myers, in 3-16-7. If these two wells 
come in producers they will make Cushing the 
biggest pool ever found in the mid-continent 
field, whether it develops the largest produc- 
tion or not.

California Petroleum Fields. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, Jan. 25, 1913. 


A long continued ‘‘spell’’ of unusually cold 
weather has caught the producers in most of 
the California fields unprepared and has re- 
sulted in considerable damage in frozen lines, 
etc., something unknown here since the dis- 
covery of oil. In some of the fields many of 
the companies were practically shut down, and 
it has had a disquieting effect all along the 
line. Very little new work is being started in 
any of the fields, 

The monthly report for December, which wiil 
be forwarded next week, will show a small 
decline in output and also in consumption. 
The new year starts with every indication of 
a “‘fat year,’’ as compared with the lean ones 
that have preceded, for the producer. 

The year 1912, even with the low prices and 
general depression, was not wholly unprofitable 
for many of the producing companies. The 
dividends paid by the various concerns aggre- 
gated about $2,000,000. The largest dividend 
payer was the Standard Oil Company, which 
is credited with $1,125,000 during the year. 
The Union and the United Petroleum paid over 
$200,000. 

The Standard is spending several fortunes 
in its development work in the La Habra Val- 
ley. For nearly two years it has been at work 
here, and until a month ago had not secured 
a barrel of production. The well brought in 
by the company on the Emery lease is still 
doing 1,200 barrels a day, and the company is 
making plans to increase its development work 
here. Three test wells in different parts of 
the valley have been abandoned as failures, 
but the company will more than make up for 
any, loss on these holes from the Emery tract 
alone, according to indications, 

The refining business is still the attractive 
proposition in oil in California, and more and 
more plants are being installed continually. 
Many of these are inexpensive affairs called 
tapping plants, and are put in by producing 
companies on their several properties merely 
for the purpose of treating their own output. 

Many of the small independent refining con- 
cerns are also increasing the capacity of their 
plants, and all find a ready market for their 
entire output. 

There are a dozen small refining plants in 
and near Los Angeles, where all the by-prod- 
ucts, from high-grade gasoline to asphalt and 
road oil, are turned out. In Bakersfield there 
are several more and at Summerland and Had- 
ley their are three, In all there are about 
thirty-five refining plants in this State. These 
are all buyers of oil, and the number does not 
include the scores of tapping plants located on 
the properties in the fields. The latter are all 
operated by the producing companies, which 
treat their oll before delivering it to the mar- 
keting concerns, 


SANTA MARIA. 


The ‘‘nothing doing’’ sign is hung up in the 
Santa Maria field so far as drilling is con- 
cerned, and this is especially true of the Cat 
Canyon district, where there are at present 
but three strings of tools running. These are 
new test wells being drilled far to the north 
of present development near Fuglers Point. 
These are the Bradley Canyon Oil Company, 
the Daugherty well and the Roscoe Stevens 
well, They are wildcats and none is deep 
enough to show anything as yet. In the field 
proper the operating concerns are all working 
to get their wells to produce and are not 
having @ great deal of success at that. The 
fact is the Cat Canyon is now a matter of his- 
tory, and until there is a greater demand for 
this low-gravity heavy oil there will be little 
doing In the way of production. 

The Palmer Oil Company, at one 
heaviest producer in the district, with about 
10,000 barrels a day output, now has a pro- 
duction of about 500 barrels a day, and most 
of this comes from one well. The Palmer 
Annex has an output of about the same 
amount, not enough, however, to keep the re- 
finery plant on the property in full operation 
all the time. 

A year or more ago 
district looked like a comer, 
Oilfields, Ltd., which controls 
Annex and a half dozen other properties in 
the same neighborhood, built a railroad into 
the camp from Guadalupe for the purpose of 
bringing in supplies and hauling out oil and 
other products, especially asphalt, which it 
was planned the company should manufac- 
ture, 

The refining plant referred to is now in 
operation, but the output of the properties has 
steadily declined for several months past, and 
although the plant has a capacity of 5,000 
barrels a day there is not nearly enough oil 
to run this amount daily. 

The refinery plant which is installed, how- 
ever, is a success, It is a new process known 
as the Trumble system, and was originally 
intended for handling the extremely heavy oi) 
which the ordinary refiner will not buy.

California Oil Fields in 1912. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Jan. 31, 1913. 


The production of petroleum in Cali- 
fornia in 1912 increased to 87,000,000 bar- 
rels, from $1,000,000 barrels in 1911, chiefly 
on account of large gushers developed in 
the Midway field and the number of good 
wells opened in La Habra Valley, accord- 
ing to David T. Day of the United States 
Geological Survey. 

The production of the coast field de- 
clined markedly. A number of good pro- 
ducers in the Midway and other valley 
tields were ruined by an influx of water, 
which turned the oil to a valueless emul- 
sion. Consumption increased so that the 
additions to stocks were not as great as 
was expected. The total stock at the end 
of 1911 was 44,240,118 barrels. This in- 
creased to 48,000,000 barrels at the end of 
1912, a gain of less than 4,000,000 barrels, 
while production increased 6,000,000 bar- 
rels, showing that the consumption in 
1912 was over 2,000,000 barrels greater than 
the production of 1911. 

The features of particular interest dur-

ing the year were the development of 
large wells at unusual depth in La Habra 
field, the continued development of large 
gushers in the valley fields, the decline in 
the old Santa Maria field, the extension 
of the Coalinga territory by the develop- 
ment of good wells to the south, the in- 
creased utilization of natural gas, includ- 
ing the enterprise for piping natural gas 
from the valley fields to Los Angeles, 
and the increased amount of gasoline ob- 
tained by compressing natural gas. 
Progress was also made, especially in the 
Midway field, in cracking crude oils to 
obtain greater yields of gasoline. 

Among trade features of interest should 
be noticed the purchase of 10,000,000 bar- 
rels of surplus crude from the Independ- 
ent agency by the Union Oil Company, 
the withdrawal of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany from the purchase of oils heavier 
than 18 degrees Baume, and the sale of 
the Union Oil Company to the General 
Petroleum Company. 

During the course of the year two re- 
serves of public tands were established to 
assure the navy a supply of oil in case of 
need. These reserves are in the Elk Hills 
and Buena Vista Hills, Kern county. The 
public lands within these areas have been 
withdrawn from all forms of entry dur- 
ing the last three years, but a special 
reservation for naval purposes had not 
hitherto been made. 





Mexican Fuel Oil Plants. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Jan. 31, 1913. 


According to a report received by the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce from the British Legation at Mex- 
ico, a contract has been made between 
the Mininterio de Fomento and Mr. C. G. 
Teruel for the establishment of five or 
more factories for the production of fuel 
from petroleum, benzine and residual oils, 
in combination with peat or vegetable 
pulp. The contract is to invest not less 
than $100,000 gold in the equipment of the 
first five factories, for which the plans are 
to be submitted within six months from 
the publication of the contract. The fac- 
tories are to be completed within three 
years after the approval of the plans.

Paint Making and Color Grinding. 


The following publication is the second installment of a series of special, 
original and copyrighted articles on Materials and methods employed in the 
largest and most progressive paint factories in the country, commenced in 
last week’s issue of the Reporter. The first of this series is on china wood or 
tung oil, of which the following is a continuation:—

Chemistry of Tung Oil. 


The exact chemical constituents have not as yet been accurately determined, 
simply’ because tung oil has never been found uniform, as will be seen from tables 
of the results of analyses by various authorities in chemistry. One authority, 
Cloez, asserts that tung oil is a mixture of 25 per cent, of the glycerides of oleic 
acid and 75 per cent. of margarolic acid, and says’ that the latter separates in 
crystals on adding an alcoholic solution, while the former remains in solution. 
The combination with lead oxide is only feasible after long heating of the oil, 
the lead soap melts at 212 degrees Fahrenheit, but the oil is easily saponifi- 
able with an alcoholic solution of caustic soda. Another authority, Wenghoefer, 
as early as 1882 in his chemistry of hydro carbons, says that margarolic acid 
melts at 105 degrees Fahrenheit, and is a member of the group Cn Heng—CO.OH 
with the empirical formula Cy;HgO2 This acid forms by a change during the 
heating of over 392 degrees Fahrenheit and hus a melting point of 10 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Elaeoiic acid may be had from elaeomargaric acid 
as from elaeostearic acid, when these are heated to about 
under exclusion of air. It also forms, when the oil is extracted with carbon 
sulphide and heated to 212 degrees Fahrenheit. The acid melts at 38 to 40 
grees Fahrenheit. As all the three acids may be present in mixture and also as 
glycerides, it stands to reason that the viscosity of the limpid oils, as well as 
the melting point of the gelatinized oils may be very different, depending upon 
which of the acids is in preponderance. This would explain why tung oil from 
various shipments will give varying results in practice and shows how necessary 
it is to test each shipment.

Testing of Tung Oil. 


Adulterations of tung oil with cheaper materials have been determined, grease, 
fis oil and mineral oil being the adulterants principally used, and before rosin 
oil rose to its present height in price it also was quite a favorite for the purpose. 
To determine the purity of the oil it is necessary to find the specific weight, the 
saponitication number, the iodine value and the Hebner number also, Here is a

The varnish manufacturer can escape a great deal 
ecuniary losses when he personally looks after this part 
someone that he can rely on look after this end of the business. It is not suf- 
ficient to simply take a sample from the bunghole of a barrel on arrival, but 
each barrel should be well shaken up before a sample of the oil is taken. This 
precaution is necessary, because the clear light colored tung oil only is really 
fit for use in varnish. Dark and illsmelling tung oil is of little use in the 
manufacture of varnish. The situation has no doubt bettered itself of late 
years and our Chinese friends may have reformed or the European and American 
buyers at Chinese ports have compelled them to be more honest in their methods 
of bringing the oil to market. Certain it is that a great mass of tung oil, that 
was unfit for use, found its way into our murkets. As the oil was always sold 
by weight it often happened that sand and earth, even water was found in the 
original packages. To keep out of trouble the consumer, be he varnish or paint 
manufacturer, must see that tung oil is free of nmuioisture, which he can readily 
ascertain, for when the oil has been weil shaken in the barrel or other con- 
tamer and is then still free from turbidity, it may be taken for granted that it 
is free from moisture. Moisture is mostly due to the presence of vegetable al- 
bumen and when the oil is being boiled it will break at very low temperature, 
much of it going into the so-called foots that are of little value in paint manu- 
tucture and of none at all in varnish making. It is a fact generally recognized 
at the present time in the paint and varnish trade that raw tung oil cannot 
pe employed in either paint or in varnish making, because of its tendency to 
dry unevenly in a shriveled film, and its further tendency to dry out flat and 
opaque in spots. There has been no end of experimenting during the past fif- 
teen or twenty years and to show what has been done along these lines, the 
progress made and the present status is to be considered and described in the 
remainder of this article,

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Tariff Revision Prospects. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporte: 


Washington, Jan. 31, 19 
With the closing of the hearings on ‘the 
tariff revision bills the yresent week it is 
expected that nothing will be done to- 
wards reaching a final decision as to the 





course to be pursued in dealing with the 
tariff question until the ‘opening of the 
proposed special session of Congress. The 
reason for this delay is that nobody here 
is yet advised as to what President-elect 
Wilson will expect from the special ses- 


siva of Congress. It is supposed that Mr, 
Wilson will outline his plans and purposes 
in his inaugural address and in the call 
which he will issue for the special ses- 
sion, to begin some time in March or 
April. 

About all that is known among 
Democratic leaders of the Ways and 
Means Committee is that those members 
ot the committee who will be members 
of the next House will devote the time 
before the opening of the special session 
in consideration of the facts disclosed in 
the hearings during the past month. No 
attempt will be made to frame bills, ex- 
cept in a tentative way, and everything 
trat shall be accomplished by the com- 
mnittee, even to the determination of the 
line of policy to be pursued, whether a 
single tariff bill embodying all the sched- 
ules or the ‘schedule by schedule’ method 
of revision will be left for final determina- 
tion at the caucus of the Democratic ma- 
jority members immediately after the spe- 
cial session of Congress is convened. 

it has long been well known here that 
Chairman Underwood of the Ways and 
Means Committee, who is expected to con- 
tinue in that capacity in the next Con- 
gress, is personally favorable to the sched- 
ule by schedule method of revising the 
tariff. He admits that there are some 
ditficulties attending this policy, but he 
believes those difficulties will disappear 
with the general understanding that every 
schedule is to be acted upon. The lead- 
ers of the Ways and Means Committee 
experienced some trouble in connection 
with their single schedule policy in the 
present Congress by reason of the fact 
that only a few schedules were touched 
and it was admitted there were items in 
other schedules that were not affected by 


the 


the proposed revision which would, if left 
entirely unmolested, bring about compli- 
cacions in the customs system. ‘These 


dithculties; it is believed, would be avoid- 
ed if it were certain that every co-related 
feature of each schedule shall be reached 
in the ultimate revision of the entire tariff 
system. 

No matter what may be the opinions 
of the Democratic members of the Ways 
and Means Committee at this time regard- 
ing the plan which ultimately shall be 
pursued, everything must depend upon the 
outline of policy that is expected from 
Mr. Wilson himself. If he has any 
opinion as to what shall be done during 
the special session, he has not formally 
disclosed them to anybody up to this time. 
The fact is, however, that those Demo- 
cratic leaders who have come _ from 
visits to the President-elect are inclined 
to believe that he has no expectation of 
seeing the special session of Congress 
confined to tariff matters exclusively. On 
the contrary, he is said to have very 
stiong opinions favorable to the enact- 
ment of banking and currency legislation 
during the special session if this can pos- 
sibly be accomplished in an agreement 
with the party members in both houses, 
He also has a desire to see the anti-trust 
laws amended, but this he does not re- 
gard as so imperative as the tariff and 
banking and currency reforms. 

The entire month of February and so 
much of Mareh as is not taken up by the 
special session, if it shall be called at 
tuat time, will be occupied by the Demo- 
cratic members in reviewing the _ vol- 
uminous documents which resulted from 
the hearings on the tariff and conferences 
with their party associates as to the 
changes that shall be made in the tariff, 
and an attempt to ascertain wherein the 
tariff bills which were proposed in the 
present Congress falls short of the re- 
quirements of the present time. 

During the consideration of the schedule 
of the tariff relating to earths, earthen- 
ware and glassware, before the Ways 
and Means Committee, a small amount of 
time was accorded to the interests in the 
country concerned about the domestic 
production and importation of fluorspar. 
This item in the tariff is contained in the 
last section of paragraph 90 of the exist- 
ing tariff law. 

‘The Ways and Means Committee not 
having up to this time prepared any bill 
covering changes in the earth, earthen- 
ware and glassware schedule, it is not 
known what purpose is entertained by the 
committee with respect to fluorspar, the 
duty on which under the existing law is 
specific at $3 a ton. 

There appeared before the committee 
Cc. S$. Nunn, representing the fluorspar 
interests, who called attention to the de- 
sirability of having the rates remain un- 
changed, and explained the domestic con- 
ditions, the rise of the production of 
fluorspar in the country, and the uses to 
which the product is put in the iron and 
steel and other industries of the country. 

Mr. Nunn told the committee that the 
production of fluorspar in the United 
States ranged as high as 87,000 tons in 
1911, and the domestic consumption was 
approximately 140,000 tons, thus showing 
that from 30,000 to 50,000 tons are annually 
imported under the present rates of duty, 
yielding revenues that range from $90,000 
to $140,000 annually. He stated that 600 
or 700 men are employed in the Kentucky 
district in mining fluorspar and that un- 
der the influence of the duties imposed 
the domestic production has_ increased 
from 35,000 tons in 1908 to 87,000 tons in 
i9ll, the year of the latest compiled sta- 
tistics. Speaking of the various grades of 
iluorspar and the uses to which the .com- 
modity is put, Mr. Nunn said:— 

There main grades of fluorspar sold 
on the market. The first is known as 
‘“‘ground’’ fluorspar, and contains 96 per cent. 
or more calcium fluoride, This grade is sold 
to be used principally in the manufacture of 
glass, or enameled and sanitary ware. the pro- 
duction of aluminum, and the manufacture of 
hydrofluoric acid. The second grade of fluor- 
spar is known as ‘‘gravel’’ fluorspar, and is 
sold almost entirely to the steel mills and 
used as a flux in the open-hearth furnaces.

As a flux flourspar when applied 
small quantities to the metal charge 
furnace liquefies the charge, renders it read- 
ily fusible, and thus allows the impurities to 
escape. According to our information, the 
chemists of the steel companies have never 
found a practicable substitute for flourspar 
a flux in the process of making steel in 
open-hearth furnace, 

Discussing the effect of the present 
tariff on the domestic consumer, the com- 
petitive conditions which exist under the 
present tariff, the probable effect of a re- 
moval or reduction in the duties not only 
upon the industry itself, but also in rev- 
eiues to the government, Mr. Nunn 
said:—

nace. Between S80 and 1,000 pounds of gravel 
fluospar are used on every heat of 55 tons, At 
most, therefore, the cost of fluorspar is less 
than 5 certs to the ton of finished steel. Under 
the influence of the tariff the price of gravel 
fiuorspar to the steel companies in this country 
has advanced less than $1 per ton. The in- 
erease in cost of fluorspar to the ton of finished 
steel is approximately one-half of a cent. Flor- 
spar is the smallest item entering into the pro- 
duction of steel. An increase in its cost of 
one-half of a cent per ton of finished steel is 
insignificant and has no effect to raise the 
price The tariff on fluorspar has no 
effect the ultimate consumer of finished 
steel. steel industry as a whole is en- 
tirely ed with conditions under the pres- 
ent ar tariff. With the possible excep- 
tion of a few milis at or near our Eastern sea- 
coast, the steel industry of the country has no 
desire to have the duty removed or even re- 
duced. The ordinary steel company prefers to 
pay one-half of a cent additional for the fluor- 
spar used in producing a ton of steel, in order 
to be able to rely upon an increased accessible 
dependable production of a standard grade of 
fluorspar. 

The last available quotation of foreign fluor- 
spar was $7.65 per long ton, f. o. b, ears 
Philadelphia, including duty. Adding the 
freight rate of $1.60 per long ton, or $8.20 per 
short ton, the basis on which domestic spar is 
sold. The freight rates on gravel fluorspar 
from the Kentucky and Illinois districts to tne 
Pittsburgh field are $2.30 and $2.10 per ton, 
respectively. Under this competition the price 
of domestic fluorspar in the Pittsburgh field 
cannot exceed approximately $6 per ton at the 
rail shipping point. As recognized by the 
Department of the Interior, there is small profit 
to the domestic producer at this figure. The 
steel mills east of the Pittsburgh field can 
still purchase their requirements of fluorspar 
lower prices than the mills in the west of

The steel companies in turn have found con- 
ditions more satisfectory for them during the 
past two years than ever before in the history 
of the fluorspar business. Any possible excep- 
tion to such expression will be confined to a 
few steel companies east of the Pittsburgh 
field, and will be due undoubtedly to the agi- 
tation of the importer, The domestic consump- 
tion of the mills east of the Pittsburgh field 
amounts to considerably less than 10 per cent. 


of the total domestic consumption. 
As the complete removal of the duty would 
only reduce the cost of fluorspar to the steel 


companies about one-half of a cent per ton 
of finished steel, it will not reduce the price 
of steel to the ultimate consumer. The money 
invested on the faith of the tariff in the past 
two years to improve domestic properties and 
to Open new properties will be entirely lost. 
Extension of railroad facilities now under con- 
templation to certain of the fluorspar proper- 
ties wil be abandoned. Domestic production 
of fluorspar will decrease at once. One of the 
most fundamental industries in the country, to 
wit, the steel business, will be left wholly de- 
pendent for an absolute essential upon an un- 
certain foreign supply. The government will 
suffer a loss of revenue. 

The loss in revenue to the government will not 
result in a proportionate reduction of prices of 
fluorspar. Prices will drop to a figure just be- 
low the price at which domestic fluorspar can 
be profitably marketed. It will only be nec- 
essary for the importer to drop the price about 
$1 per ton below the present price to drive 
the domestic producer out of business. The 
conditions existing prior to 1909 will return. 
Two-thirds of the amount of the revenue lost 
to the government will go into the pockets of 
the foreign producer or importer. In view of 
the fact that the foreigner alone will substan- 
tially benefit by the removal or reduction of the 
tariff, it is submitted in conclusion that the 
duty of $3 per ton on fluorspar is an eminently 
fitting app! lication of the principle of a revenue 
tariff. 

In the earnest hope that the present duty on 
fluorspar may remain undisturbed, at least 
until it has received a longer trial, these facts 
are respectfully submitted. 

Innis, Speiden & Co, of New York have 
submitted the following recommendation

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Cottonseed Oil Interests Favor New 
Classification for Gamel’s Hair 
Cloth.

During the progress of the consideration 
on Monday und Tuesday by the Ways 
and Means Committee of the tariff sched- 
ule covering wool, woolen goods, etc., a 
lively controversy was raised between 
the Interstate Cottonseed Crushtrs’ As- 
sociation, as represented by J. J, Culbert- 
son, chairman, and the manufacturers of 
camel's hair cloth, known as press cloth, 
as to the treatment which this product 
should receive in the proposed revision OL 
the wool and woolen goods schedule, The 
manufacturers of the article were repre- 
sented by John 8S. Radford, Jr., of the 
Oriental Textile Mills, who also intro- 
duced James D. Dawson, Jr., of the Fi- 
delity Cotton Oil and Felt Company, who 
gave testimony to the effect that press 
cloth constituted a comparatively small 
item in the cost of crushing cottonseed 
for oil, 

On behalf of 
industry of the 
bertson presented a brief and made an 
elaborate statement before the commit- 
tee intended to show the influence of ex- 
isting duties and what should be done 
in framing the new bill covering camel’s 
hair cloth. In the opinion of the cotton- 
seed oil men, camel's hair cloth and 
press cloth, whether made of camel's 
hair or in part of wool, should be under 
schedule K of the tariff rather than in 
part as now under the schedule relating 
to sundries.

existing law, under Schedule K, paragraph 378, 
at a rate four times the rate assessed on the 
wool or hair, and an additional ad valorem 
based on the value of the cloth, 5 

The American industry of manufacturing 
press cloth used in the various oil crushing in- 
dustries is of some importance As compared, 
however, with the magnitude of the cottonseed 
and other oil producing industries, or either, 
it is of far less importance, either from stand- 
point of capital invested or labor employed. 

Of the cloth made in this country 
the cottonseed oi) industry is pr »bably the pur 
ehaser and user of four-fifths, leaving the other 
one-fifth to the other oil producing industries.

Inasmuch as only 3,693,542 pounds of camel's 
hair dutiable at 7 cents per pound—which grade 
of camel's hair is uSed in the manufacture of 
press cloth--was imported during the year, and 
counting the average 50 per cent, waste from 
raw material in the manufacture of the finished 
cloth—claimed recently by American manufac- 
turers as attending their operations—this could 
have made but 1,846,771 pounds of camel's hair 
press cloth At eight pounds per square yard, 
this would represent 230,844 square yards of 
camel's hair cloth, assuming that all 
of the camel's hair of the class in question was 
used in the manufacture of cloth. This 
assumption is probably incorrect, since some 
of the hair probably went into other fabrics 
for other purposes, The square yardage, 
therefore, of camel's hair cloth produced 
from the amount of raw materials imported 
was $1,636 square yards, less than was re- 
quired in the cottonseed crushing industry 
alone (making the same allowance as above for 
the mills which use cloths made from other 
materials), to say nothing of the needs of the 
other industries in which hair press cloth is 
used 

From this it is clear that the oil-crushing 
dustries in the United States—in view of 
wastage claimed by the manufacturer—are not 
getting pure camel's hair press cloth, since 
there is manifestly not enough raw material 
imported to produce the quantity used in the 
oil-producing industries. It follows, therefore, 
that the American oil-producing industry, 
which pays 138 per cent. more for its American 
press cloth—which is not made of pure camel's 
hair—than it could buy press cloth for from 
the English manufacturer, who guaranteed 
that his press cloth is made purely of camel's 
hair

these facts the repre 
of cottonseed oil producing industry feel that 
they are entirely justified in asking for the 
entire abolition of the duty on press cloth used 
in the oil crushing industry, for the reason that 
they feel that a precedent has been estab- 
lished for such claim in the fact that silk bolt- 
ing cloth ‘‘when used for milling purposes’’ ‘is 
entered free, and is an evident instance of the 
intention on the part of Congress to foster and 
enlarge the manufacture of flour in this coun- 
try. If, therefore, such is correct in one case, 
why is it not reasonable to ask the same consid- 
eration for our own business? We believe our 
industry should be placed on an equitable plane 
with others that are enjoying these advantages 
and we think that such can, only be accon 
plished by permitting the free entry of pr 
cloth made of hair, wool or any other ma- 
terial when used for milling purposes 

The contention that it is unr mable for 
finished goods to have lower duty than that of 
the raw material is not necessarily a good one, 
because Congress has the power in its wisdom 
to place such duties as it sees fit; and especial- 
ly on such articles as tend to increase the 
manufacture of American products in American 
factories; or where it benefits certain indus- 
tries, as Congress has done in the case of 
bolting cloth for the milling industry, or in 
the case of agricultural implements and ma- 
chinery which come in at 15 per cent. ad 
valorem, while some other machinery not for 
agricultural purposes is taxed under Schedule C 
at from 30 to 45 per cent. ad valorem. 

The representatives of the cottonseed oil in- 
dustry do not believe that press cloth used in 
the oil producing industry and made of hair 
of whatever description ig dutiable, under a 
fair construction of the existing law, under 
paragraph 378. They do believe, per contra, 
that it is fairly dutiable, and was intended to 
be so dutiable, under paragraph 445, which 
specifies “hair press cloth’ at 20 cents per 
square yard. There is no other press cloth 
used in any industry in this country which, so 
far as is known, is made of camel's or any 
ather hair except that used in the oil pro- 
ducing industry. The representatives of the 
industry, therefore, maintain that it was the 
origina[ intention of Congress to admit ‘hair 
press cloth’’ made of any hair whatsoever at 
20 cents per square yard. As showing the 
basis of this belief, we will hand to the 
stenographer, and respectfully ask the com- 
mittee to print it in conection with our re- 
marks, a statement showing the history of 
efforts to import into this country ‘‘hair press 
cloth,’’ and secure its entry under paragraph 
445, at 20 cents per square yard. 

Reiterating the claim that we believe that the 
oil producing industry of this country, and par- 
ticularly the South, is as much entitled to free 
entry for the press cloth used in that industry 
for its milling purposes as is the distinctively 
Northern flour milling industry entitled to free 
bolting cloth, the representatives of the cotton- 
seed oil industry suggest that if, in the wisdom 
of the Ways and Means Committee, there ap- 
pears to be just reason for discrimination in 
favor of one industry and against the other, 
and if the committee does not see fit to give to 
the Southern industry of cottonseed oil pro- 
ducing free press cloth, then certainly this 
much relief should be afforded the industry 
which is manifestly being discriminated 
against, namely, the ambiguity of the present 
law should be cleared up, and press cloth 
used in the cottonseed milling industry should 
be specifically made dutiable at 20 cents per 
square yard, or its ad valorem equivalent. In 
the bill covering the woolen schedule passed 
by the Senate at the last session, it was pro- 
posed to includa@ hair press cloth at 30 per 
cent. ad valorem. This proposal was undoubt- 
edly originally intended to afford the cottonseed 
oil industry relief from the present prohibitive 
rate of duty on imported press cloth, this with 
the understanding—as is natural under the pres- 
ent construction of the existing law—that such 
cloth is dutiable at 44 cents per pound 
and 50 per cent. ad valorem. In view, however, 
of what the industry believes to be the fact, 
namely, that hair press cloth is entitled to en- 
try under paragraph 445 at a duty of 20 cents

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per square yard, it is submitted that the pro- 
posal in the bill in question as it passed the 
Senate, instead of affording relief to the indus- 
try, would very materially increase the ducy 
on hair press cloth if the existing law were 
properly construed. 

The cottonseed oil industry is not 
of the fact that the press cloth 
industry in the United States, while not com- 
parable with its own in volume of business 
done or of capitalization represented, is, never- 
theless, entitled to proper consideration. The 
cottonseed oil industry recognizes, likewise, that 
if Congress should see fit either to entirely 
abolish the duty on press cloth used in the 
cottonseed oil industry or to clear up the ambi- 
guity of the present law and make the cloth 
dutiable at 20 cents per square yard, the result 
would be that the press cloth manufacturers 
unless he has compensating reductions in his 
raw materials—would necessarily have to go 
out of business,

by Mr. Culbertson, there appeared be- 
tore the committee John S. Radford, Jr., 
representing the Oriental Textile Mills, 
who stated that he had appeared before 
the committee because of the statement 
that had been made by the Interstate Cot- 
tonseed Crushers’ Association to the ef- 
fect that the manufacture of camel's hair 
press cloth is practically a monopoly, only 
two or three concerns being engaged in 
the business and that the price had been 
maintained at too high a level and the 
quality of the product had deteriodated in 
recent years.

dustry and he did not believe that the 
cottonseed oil industry and its interest in 
press cloth should be permitted to out- 
weigh the interests of the manufacturer. 
Ainong other things Mr. Radford said:— 
The manufacturers of camel's hair and wool 
press cloth pay into the treasury about $300,000 
in duties per annum. The seed crop of the 
country is growing in magnitude by leaps and 
bounds, and within the next ten years it is 
predicted that the crop will probably be as 
large again, and in keeping with this pre- 
dicted expansion the press cloth manufacturers 
do not seek to escape any part of their re- 
sponsibility. 

Regarding the prices at which the press 
cloth is sold and the conditions of man- 
ufacture, Mr. Radford said:— 


With possibly one exception, we believe we 
are selling press cloth at a less price than any 
other American manufacturer, and have never 
taken undue advantage of the tariff, as can 
be shown by our records and as is shown by 
our present se‘ling price of 66 cents per pound, 
Since We have been in the business our selling 
price has been worked out on a reasonable and 
consistent basis, always taking into considera- 
tion the cost of raw material, the cost of la- 
bor and other fixed expenses, endeavoring tu 
net only a fair and reasonable margin of profit, 
and if we did otherwise many worsted fac- 
tories in the country’ would put in a few 
looms and work up press cloth during dull 
seasons, Consequently, it can be proved that 
the press-cloth manufacturers have all along 
so-d the finished cloth at a price on about the 
basis of American worsted yarns, and all 
sertions to the contrary, charging a monopoly, 
ete., are very misleading and should not be 
considered for a moment by your honorable 
ommittee For instance, the present Amer- 
ican price of camel's hair delivered at Amer- 
ican ports is about 26 cents per pound duty 
paid; of this camel's hair it takes about two 
and one-eighth pounds to make one pound of 
press cloth. Out of a pound of camel's hair, 
after losing about per cent. in dirt and 
moisture shrinkage, we get about 20 per cent. 
in oil, which nets about 24 cents per pound. 
We get about 2 per cent. of hard spinning 
waste, which nets about 9 cents per pound, 
and it costs us about 12 cents per pound to 
manufacture and sell the goods, So, with these 
figures before you, you can readily figure’ the 
profit on press cloth manufactured out of cem- 
el’s hair when the cloth is sold at 65 and 66 
cents per pound. If these convincing proofs 
tend to show any practices of monopoly on the 
part of the manufacturers, after taking into 
consideration that it would be absolutely im- 
possible to deteriorate our quality when the 
United States custom house records will show 
eonclusively that our factory is pure sing 
only the very best Russian camel's hair ob- 
tainable, then we are ready to sell out and 
engage in some other more profitable and com- 
forting occupation. We have said our factory 
is not dictated to by any other factory in the 
business; we will add to this that we have 
never known a business where such sharp and 
guarded competition exists as does exist in the 
manufacture and sale of press cloth. 

The cost of the oil mills of press cloth is one 
of the least items of expense; an investigation 
shows it usually averages in a well-managed 
mill at from 10 to 30 cents per ton of seed 
erushed, whereas, labor costs $3.25 per ton, 
bags about 75 cents per ton and fuel about 75 
cents per ton, and why the small item of press 
cloth cost has been singled out for an attack 
before your honorable committee is beyond 
the comprehension of a!l reason and justice, 

As presenting also the views entertained 
by certain cottonseed crushers who do not 
object to the price of press cloth, James 
Ly. Dawson, Jr., representing the Fidelity 
Cotton Oil and Felt Company, appeared 
and stated that according to his idea of 
the matter the cost of press cloth per ton 
of cotionseed crushed was not more than 
15 cents. He stated that his plant crushed 
about 250 tons of cottonseed per day, and 
the item of press cloth ranging at only 
15 cents a ton was not considered in con- 
nection with the total cost of crushing 
seed. 
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Tariff Act May be Applied to Foreign

Washington, Jan 31, 1913, 
The House of Representatives has just 
passed an amendment to the administra- 
tive section of the United States tariff 
act relating to the subject of goods that 
are covered by combinations or agree- 
ments. The changes in the law as pro- 
posed relate to sections 73 and 76 of the 
existing customs administrative law, and 
the measure, as it passed the House of 
Representatives, has been favorably re- 
ported by the committee on the Judiciary 
of the Senate, and is now before the 
Senate for consideration. The twa sec- 
tions, as they are proposed to be qamend- 
ed, will make more effective the law

the court, for a term not less than three 
months nor exceeding twelve months. 

Sec. 76. That any property owned 

any contract or by any combination, or 
suant to any conspiracy (and being the 
ject thereof), mentioned in section 73 
act, imported into and being within the 
United States or being in the course of trans- 
portation from one State to another, or to or 
from a Territory or the District of Columbia, 
Shall be forfeited to the United States, and 
may be seized and condemned by like pro- 
ceedings as those provided by law for the 
forfeiture, seizure and condemnation of prop 
erty imported into the United States contrary 
to law.

The protest was accordingly 
overruled, and the decision of the col- 
lector affirmed. 


Essential Oils. 


of United States 
Appraisers overruled the 
Fritzsche Brothers and the National Ani- 
line and Chemical Company of New York 
regarding the assessment of duty on dis- 
tilled oils, which were returned by the 
collector as essential oils. The articles in 
question are described oil of cypress, 
oil of cloves, oil of cardamom, oil of Cey- 
lon and oil of pennyroyal European, and 
as non-alcoholic. The importers’ claim 
was that the oils were made from drugs 
which were in a natural state. The de- 
cision was of special significance inas- 
much as it was the first of its kind to be 
tried under the provisions of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff of 1909. 

The merchandise was returned by the 
collector as essential oils and assessed at 
the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 3, tariff act of 1909. The pro- 
test claims were that free entry should 
have been allowed under either paragraph 
o34, SSU or 639, or that duty should have 
been assessed at one-fourth of 1 cent per 
peuund and W per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 2, either directly or by simili- 
tude by reason of the provisions of para- 
graph 4581, and if not so dutiable then it 
should have been assessed at either 10 or 
2 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
4s0 of said act, 

The case was tried under the provisions 
of paragruph 2, which reads as follows:— 
*‘Drugs such as barks, beans, berries, bal- 
buds, bulbs, bulbous roots, ex- 
crescences, fruits, flowers, dried fibers, 
dricd Insects, grains, gums and gum 
resin, herbs, leaves, lichens, mosses, nuts, 
nutgalls, roots stems, spice vegetable 
seeds (aromatic, not garden seeds), seeds 
ot morbid growth, weeds and woods used 
expressiy tor dyeing or tanning; any of 
the foregoing which are natural and un 
compounded drugs, are not edible, and 
not specially provided for in this section, 
but which are advanced in value or con- 
dition by any process or treatment what 
ever beyond that essential to the proper 
packing of the drugs for the prevention 
of decay or deterioration pending man- 
ufacture, one-fourth of 1 per cent. per 
pound, and in addition thereto 10 per cent, 
ad valorem, Provided, that no article 
coutaining alcohol, or in the preparation 
of which alcohol is used, shall be classi- 
fied for duty under this paragraph.”’ 

The decision as handed down reads:— 

As the issue presents itself we de not deem it 
necessary to discuss the question of what a 
drug is or how comprehensive is the term, for 
we think it may be assumed at least in the 
consideration of this issue that each of the 
substances from which these oils are derived 
was a drug, and assuming that fact the only 
vital query which presents itself is whether 
these olls, each of which is concededly produced 
by processes of distillation, are still natura} 
uncompounded drugs, not specially provided 
for, advanced in value or condition by apy 
process or treatment whatever beyond tha, es. 
sential to the rer packing of the drugs and 
the prevention of decay or deterioration pending 
manufacture.

If we assume for the purposes of this case 
which we think may be safely done—that each 
of the commodities from which these oils were 
distilled was a drug, then the query ia 
whether, notwithstanding such distillation, it 
is still a natural uncompounded drug, not ape. 
clally provided for, advanced in value or con. 
dition by any process of treatment beyond that 
essential to the proper packing thereof and the 
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prevention of 
manufacture. 
It is difficult to conjecture upon what theory 
it might be held that an oil produced from a 
natural drug by processes of distillation is still 
a natural drug, for it would seem to be at once 
apparent that it has not only been submitted 
to processes away and beyond that which 
would be necessary merely to its proper pack- 
ing for transportation or its prevention from 
decay or deterioration pending manufacture, 
but has actually lost its identity and has been 
by processes of manufacture changed into a 
new article bearing a distinctive name and 
adapted to several specific uses to which as a 
natural drug advanced in value or condition it 
would not be adapted. In fact, the witness 
Fritzsche, a member of one of the importing 
firms, states very clearly that each of the oils 
in question is ‘known to the trade in which 
it is bought and sold as an essential oil. 
Even if it were the fact as claimed 
these oils are still drugs, we think that 
term drug is much broader than the term es- 
sential oils. Of the two provisions in the 
statute there is no doubt that the one for es-

Medicinal Preparations. 


The protest of Lehn & Fink in regard to 
the classification of merchandise invoiced 
as Ext. Taraxaci (dandelion) ‘Allen,’ 
Iext. Gentianas U. 8, P., and Syr. Rhamni, 
was overruled by the Board of United 
States General Appraisers. Each item 
was returned by the collector as a medi- 
cinal preparation and, duty was assessed 
at the rate of 2 per cent. ad valorem, un- 
der the provisions of paragraph 65 of the 
tariff act of 19099. The protestants’ claim 
was that duty should have been allowed 
under either paragraph 559, 580 or 639, or in 
the alternative that duty should have 
been assessed at 4 of 1 per cent and 10 
per cent ad valorem, under paragraph 20 
directly or by similitude under paragraph 
481, or at or 20 per cent ad valorem, 
under paragraph 480. According to the 
devision it is evident from the record that 
the claim relied upon is that under para- 
graph 20. The other claims being without 
merit are dismissed. The decision reads.— 
“The sole question is whether the roots 
and berries from which the articles above 
described or concededly derived have been 
so changed in character by reason of the 


processes to which they have been sub- 
jected as to lose their identity and are 
not now drugs within the meaning of 
paragraph 2. It is not to be overlooked 


that for a period of over nine years they 
have been considered and have uniformly 
been classified as medicinal preparations 
and assessed at the rate exacted in this 
case. While not conclusive, this long con- 
tinued uniform practice is not to be con- 
sidered as without influence in determin- 
ing whether the classification should be 
changed. 

“The witness called on behalf of the 
protestants was shown to have had a long 
familiarity with each of the articles in- 
volved. He knew the processes by which 
they were produced, the class of dealers 
to whom they were sold and the uses to 
which they were put. He did not pretend 
to deny—on the contrary he frankly ad- 
mitted—that each of them in the condition 
as imported had medicinal properties and 
were prescribed for and used as a medi- 
cine. This is in the main contirmed by the 
United States Pharmacopoeia. The Con- 
gressional intent to distinguish between a 
drug manufactured and a medicinal prep- 
aration is clear and the board held it 
to be equally clear that each of the arti- 
cles involved belongs to the latter rather 
(ian the former class.”’ 

The protest was overruled on the ground 
that each of the articles under considera- 
tion is a medicinal preparation and that 
duty has been properly assessed. 
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Insecticide Law Operations. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Jan. 31, 1913. 

The details of the formal report made 
by the board in charge of the insecti- 
cide and fungicide law enforcement in 
the Department of Agriculture has been 
made public by the department officials. 
This board, which is cnarged with the 
duty of making regulations and enforc- 
ing the provisions of the insecticide law, 
is composed of officials from the different 
bureaus of the department, including M. 
Dorset, M. B. Waite, A. L. Quantance 
and J. K. Haywood. 

The details of the report by this board 
will be interesting to the trade, especial- 
ly the parts which relate to the collec- 
tion of samples and the special investi- 
gations that have been made into insect 
powder, paris green, tobacco powders 
und Bordeaux mixture. The report deals 
extensively with the methods that have 
been employed by the board in efforts 
to carry out the intent and purpose ot 
the law, and in regard to the collection 
of samples, domestic and import, the 
board members in their report says:— 
Ofticial samples of insecticides or

fungicides 


which have entered interstate commerce or 
have been manufactured or sold within a Ter- 
ritory or the District of Columbia are col- 
lected by authorized sample collectors of the 





Department of Agriculture and are transmitted 
under seal, accompanied by the necessary evi- 
dence of interstate movement, to the Insectigide 
and Fungicide Board, Each sample is careful- 
ly analyzed and tested to determine whether 
it is adulterated or misbranded within the 
meaning of the insecticide act of 1H10, The 
resu‘ts of examination are then considered by 
the Insecticide and Fungicide Board, and if 
the article is found to be in violation of the 
law recommendation is made to the Secretary 
of Agriculture, through the solicitor of the de- 
partment, that the responsible parties be cited 


to a hearing in order that they may be given 
an opportunity to show any fault or errer in 
the findings of the analyst or examiner. Hear- 


ings are appointed at such places and are con- 
ducted by such officers of the department as 
may be most convenient for all parties con- 
cerned, Reports of hearing proceedings are 
forwarded to the Insecticide and Fungicide 
Board of careful review, and if it still appears 
that any of the provisions of the law have 
been violated, the facts are certified and all 
co lateral exidence transmitted to the solicitor, 
who, in turn, submits the same to the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture for reference to the At- 
torney General and the proper United States 
attorney, with recommendation that the guilty 
parties be prosecuted. After judgment of the 
court, notices of judgment are prepared and 
given the widest publicity possibie. If the ex- 
amination of an article discloses neither adul- 
teration nor misbranding, recommendation is 











of Agriculture that no 
further action be taken regarding it. 
Insecticides, paris green, lead arsenates and 
fungicides imported into the United States from 
foreign countries are subject to the same re- 
strictions as domestic articles of like character. 
In co-operation with the Treasury Department 
a system of import inspection has been devised 


made to the Secretary 


by means of which importations of articles af- 
fected by the insecticide act undergo proper 
control As a further measure in securing 
this result, the State Department, -on request 


of the Department of Agriculture, has prepared 
and distributed through the United States con- 
suls and consular agents special invoices, dec- 
laration sheets and circulars containing the law 
and regulations, in order that foreign ex- 
porters may become informed respecting the 
requirements of the law. 

It anvpears from the report that during 
the year 650 samples of various commodi- 
ties coming under the terms of the law 
have been collected, and these samples 
representa by 130 different articles known 
in the trade as commodities intended for 
the destruction of insects, ete., (fat are 
covered by the insecticide act. 

Regarding the various’ investigations 
that have been conducted on_ special 
lines by the board during the past year, 
the board in this report makes the fol- 
lowing comments:— 

In many requests received from manufactur- 
ers and dealers for a decision giving the posi- 
tion of the department regarding the use of 
‘insect flower stems’’ and touching the pro- 
priety of the use of the name “‘insect pow- 
der’’ in connection with proprietary prepara- 
tions composed of other ingredients than the 
powdered flowers of certain species of chrysan- 
themum, indicated the necessity of special in- 
vestigation of this subject. Through the cour- 
tesy of the Bureau of Chemistry an expert was 
sent to the various importing trade centres, 
who interviewed a large number of importers 
and wholesalers, collected samples of the raw 
and finished product, studied the processes of 
manufacture, and embodied all of the data ob- 
tained in a comprehensive report. Written 
and ora! statements were secured and practical 
tests with various pyrethrum products were 
carried out, All of the data thus obtained was 
carefully digested by the board and the con- 
clusions published as_ Insecticide Decision 
No. 1, 

Among the very first questions which arose 
of the in- 








in connection with the enforcement 

secticide act was that of establishing a fair 
method by which the amount of arsenic in 
water-soluble forms in any green might be 
determined, in view of the provisions of the 


law which limits that ingredient to the equiva- 


lent of not more than 5% per cent. of arsenious 
oxide. In compliance with the request of 
many manufacturers a public hearing was held 
in order that they might be given an oppor- 
tunity to present their views. The meeting 
was largely attended, and a!l of the leading 
manufacturers in the United States were rep- 
resented, Following this, laboratory experi- 
ments were made with a large number es 
greens to determine the rapidity of ‘breaking 
up"’ for different periods and under variable 
conditions, Spraying tests were also made 
The results, however, were not considered suf- 


ficiently conclusive Further investigations are 
progressing with a large variety of greens 
which are undergoing exhaustive laboratory 
tests and are the subject of experiment on a 
large scale in the field. 

The manufacturing interests engaged in the 
production of tobacco dust or powder for fumi- 
gation or other insecticidal purposes have been 
uncertain as to the proper method of dec aring 
the inert ingredients, as required by the law. 
This question has received a great deal of at 
tention during the past year. An expert under 
direction of the board has visited fifty-three 
firms representing all-phases of the tobacco in- 
dustry as carried on in fifteen different cities. 
In addition to this investigation of the tobacco 
industry, extensive experiments have been car- 


ried out with tobacco powders on various in- 
sects A final conclusion as to the proper 
method of labeling tobacco powders under the 


insecticide act has not yet been reached, but

it is hoped that a decision 
early date 

by reason of the various requests from 
manufacturers for information relative to what 
are to be considered the active and what the 
inert ingredients of Bordeaux mixture, a lab- 
oratory investigation was carried on to deter- 


mine the effect of the constituents of Bordeaux 


mixture on fungi. An extended investigation 
of all chemical literature relative to the com- 
position of Bordeaux mixture and of the lit- 
erature relative to spraying with Bordeaux 
mixture was also made. As a result of this 
work it Was determined that only the copper 
compounds possessed fungicidai value, and that 
any or all of five or six complicated copper 
compounds might be present in a Bordeaux 
mixture, according to its method of prepara- 


tion It was further decided that not only was 


it impossible to determine just which of these 
compounds were present in a given Bordeaux 
mixture, but it was not necessary to do soa 


inasmuch as it was only the copper from these 


compounds, which being slowly rendered solu- 
ble by weathering, possessed fungicidal quali- 
ties. As a result of this investigation Insecti- 
side Decision No. 6 was published 
ne 
. ° 
Cocaine Sellers Sent to Prison. 
David and Michael D. Rachlin, two 
Brooklyn professional men, were sen- 


tenced by County Judge Niemann on Jan- 
uary 31 to serve prison terms for illegally 





selling cocaine. David Rachlin was un- 
der three indictments, two charging ille- 
gal saies of cocaine, and the other per- 
jury. He admitted disposing of 140 
ounces of the drug during the past two 
years. Many citizens have interceded for 
these two men and _ professional men 
urged that the punishment would ruin 
them. No leniency was shown by Judge 


Niemann, who was firm in his opinion 
that the dispensers of this drug for ille- 
gal uses should be dealt with severely. 
David Rachlin, a druggist at 535 Flushing 
avenue, was sentenced to one year in 
Sing Sing and fined $1,000. His brother, 
Michael D, Rachlin, who is a déntist, was 
sent to the penitentiary for six months, 
in addition to being fined $600.

“‘Fake’”’ Oil Can a Simple Means of 
Deception by Tank Wagon Driver. 


A practice of using a “fake’’ oil can 
for the deception of the retail trade, 
which had been successfully employed 


for two years by George Walters, a driver 
in the service of the Crew Levick Com- 
pany at the Newark branch, was exposed 
in the First Precinct Court of that city 
last week upon the confession of guilt 
by the employe on two charges, for tam- 
pering with a measure so that its ca- 
pacity was less than standard and for 
selling short measure. He was fined $50 
on each count. The driver admitted to 
the court that the fraud had been prac- 
ticed entirely on his own responsibility, 
having received the can from his son 
who formerly covered the same route. 
Tiie can used for this purpose was sup- 
pesed to hold five gallons, but inside of 


can, 


three-gallon 


it had been soldered a 
The bottom of the larger receptacle had 
been removed to receive the smaller one 
and the bottom was replaced in such a 
way as to present every appearance of 
its original condition. The man drove a 
tunk wagon, drawing the oil in the 
“take” can, the contents of which were 
einptied into large receptacles kept by the 
retail trade, The dealers were not able on 
casual examination to detect the shortage 


and were satisfied to pay for five gal- 
lois. The prisoner admitted that he used 
the can in selling between thirty and 


forty customers on the basis of eight and 
one-half cents a gallon. The retail price 
Was eleven cents a gallon, involving a loss 
of nine and one-half cents to the dealer 
on cach supposed five-gallon purchase. A 
similar method of swindling the trade 
was said to have been worked by a tank 
wagon driver for the Standard Oil Com- 
pany at Bayonne. 

A reprint of the ‘fake’ can used by 
the Newark driver is published in this 
connection to show the simple but effec- 


tive means by which this deception was 
practiced, and the Reporter trusts that 
this publication may serve to place oil 
companies on their guard against pos- 
sible fraud by the same methods on the 
part of dishonest employes, 





Must Declare Inert Matter in In- 
secticides. 


(Special to Oll, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Baltimore, Jan, 30, 1913. 


Judge Rose, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court here, decided on last Tuesday 
that it is unlawful to put out inseet pow- 
ders, roach food or any similar substance 
unless the label shows the percentage ot 
ingredients other than poison. The court 
upheld the provision in clause 3, para- 
graph 4, section 8, of the insecticide act of 
Congress, passed in 1910, the decision be- 
ing handed down in the case of “the 
United States of America against Thirty 
Dozen Packages of Roach Food, More or 
Less,’ the proceedings being to condemn 
the preparation in question... Judge Rose 
sustained the exceptions of the govern- 
ment to the answer of the claimant of 
the roach food to the petition for its 
condemnation, 


the question tor the court to decide was 
the meaning of the word “inert’’ in the 
clause of the insecticide act referred to. 
By this clause an insecticide other than 
paris green or lead arsenate is deemed to 
be misbranded if it contains an inert sub- 
stance which does not “prevent, destroy, 
repel or mitigate’’ insects, or fungi, or 
which does not disclose the percentage of 
such inert ingredients on the label. 

Judge Rose stated in his opinion 
the problem is solved by requiring the 
snipper of such insecticides to give the 
kinds and quantities of substances con- 
tained in them which do not “prevent, 
destroy, repel or mitigate insects.’’ The 
argument that this would make public 
valuable trade secrets may well be ad- 
dressed to Congress, the opinion states.

This quantity repre- 
sents an increase of 3,413,361 barrels 
over the 78,528,637 barrels manufactured 
in 1911, or 4.3 per cent. The shipments 
of Portland cement during 1912 are es- 
timated at 84,750,291 barrels, compared 
with 75,547,829 barrels in 1911, an in- 
crease of 9,202,462 barrels, or 12.2 per 
cent. The production in 1912 was thus 
held in check sufficiently to permit a 
material reduction in the stocks of 
cement at the mills at the close of 
1911, which amounted to nearly 12,000,-

Fate of German Petroleum Monopoly 
Bill in Balance. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Berlin, Jan, 20, 1913. 
In the last few days a committee of 
the Reichstag has been discussing the 
proposition of the government to estab- 
lish a semi-public oil monopoly. From 
the attitude of the representatives of the 


different parties as shown in the commit- 
tee, it may be concluded that the govern- 
ment will have no easy task, in fact, the 
deteat, im committee at least, seems in- 
dicated. However, the house may pass 
the bill after ail, but only with very few 
votes to spare. Nothing is certain at 
preseot except that the government must 
be ready to renounce some of the fea- 
tures of the bill. 

As to the possibility or the probability 
of the adoption of the pill, it must not 
be forgotten that in Germany, as well as 
in other countries, there are always hap- 
penings behind the scenes in_ political 
life which may determine the fate of men 
and measures. Just now, for instance, 
the powerful Center party is ‘‘on the 
outs” with the government. The Cen- 
trists, or the Catholic party, have late- 
ly suffered a defeat in the tederal coun 
cil, in which a resolution was adopted 
continuing certain measures against the 
Jesuits, which in the last few years had 
been relaxed somewhat in Bavaria. The 
central government now stepped in and 
reminded javaria of the general law 
against the order. The Catnolie press has 
discussed this question with growing 
anger and it may be safely set down that 
no measure of the government will re- 
ceive any Centrist votes unless it is 
clearly and affirmatively shewn that the 
country is greatly benefited thereby. The 
present mood of the Center is “if there is 
any chance of a doubt, vote against the 
government.’ This has been the motto 
of the Socialists from the beginning of 
their party. The government must con- 
clusively show that they vote against the 
interests of their constituents in case they 
reject the oil monopoly, otherwise the 
Socialists will be found among the op- 
ponents. 

The principle of semi-public monopoly 
finds no opposition in the committee or 
the Reichstag. If the government is able 
to prove that Germany will have suffi- 
cient oil of the same illuminating power 
and at no higher price than the Standard 
Oil Company charges the bill will pass 
almost unanimously. But these demands 
ihe imperial chancellor has so far failed 
to fultill, "While the meetings of the com- 
mittee are secret and no member is dis- 
posed to give much information 1 learn 
that the government submitted the fol- 
lowing dates regarding the sources of sup- 
ply:—"The Gulf Refining Company is able 
to furnish 200,000 tons annually, the 
Texas Company is delivering 100,000 tons 
to.one company alone in Europe and the 
Union Oil Company would agree to fur- 


nish 40,000 tons. The government has 
made preliminary contracts with inde- 
pendent producers able to deliver each 


50,000 tons or more, aggregating one mil- 
lion tons. There seems to be no danger, 
therefore, that owing to exhaustion of 
vil fields the German demand could not 
be satisfied. It should be taken into con- 
sideration that the production in Galicia 
has only temporarily been reduced, partly 
owing to great bodies of water appear- 
ing instead of oll, and then because cap- 
italists are fighting shy of these invest- 
ents at present. Recently, however, the 
oil production there has taken a new lease 
ot life and may furnish a good part of 
our supply. We also count upon Rou- 
mania, where lately new sources of great 
promise have been discovered. Russia 
produced less oil because the government 
withheld oil lands; now, however, new 
wells are being bored and we have no 
doubt that some parts of our demands 
inay be satisfied by this product.” On 
questions by the Socialists the govern- 
ment admitted that contracts were made 
only with producing companies who were 
not able to furnish transportation, 
Thereupon the Socialists demanded to 
know whether in the capital of 60,000,000 
of marks the oil monopoly corporation is 
expected to furnish the costs of tank 
steainers were included. This question 
was not answered by the government rep- 
resentative. Both Centrists and Socialists 
then declared the government had failed 
tu give definite promises regarding prices. 
if these were not forthcoming the spokes- 
men of the people should not be expected 
to give their assent to the bill. The 
Centrists were also skeptical regarding 
the Eastern European production, which 
they thought was judged far too optimis- 
tically by the imperial chancellor. An- 
other point raised by the opposition was 
that with the government monopoly es- 
tablished the outsiders might make a deal 
with the Standard Oil Company and then 
charge the German Government much 
higher prices than at present. The 
Centrists declared themselves in favor of 
splitting the oil business of Germany be- 
tween the Deutsche Bank and the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, entering into contracts 
of long years’ duration with each. Hints 
of the government that Germany itself 
might furnish oil evoked merriment, espe- 
cially when the attempt was made to sup- 
port this view by geological deductions. 
The members remembered the views of 
distinguished scientists that there was no 
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kali outside of Germany—and yet kali 
has keen found elsewhere. 

The discussion was not concluded. 

| According to late cable news, the bill 
wis defeated on the first reading in com- 
mittee. Since then a number of Ameri- 
cun producers have appeared before the 
committee and «<rizeed to be well able to 
furnish sufficient oil for Germany. 
Whether their arguments carry weight 
wiil appear in the second reading of the 
bill. The arguments presented by the rep- 
resentatives of American producers will 
be printed in our next issue.—Editor 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.]

It is also stated that 
most of the gum is discolored, the white 
qualities, which are the most desired in 
the United States, are comparatively 
searce and their prices somewhat high. 
“Superior white gum is sold at 51 cents 
per pound ec. i. f. New York, extra white 
at 47 cents, and ordinary white at 41 cents. 
Yellow gums sell locally at 31 to 37 cents 
per pound,” 





Solicitor McCabe to Leave Food and 
Drug Inspection Service. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Jan, 31, 1913. 

George P. McCabe, one time member of 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspection, 
to-day tendered his resignation as _ so- 
licitor for the Department of Agriculture, 
in a letter to Secretary Wilson. The 
resignation will take effect on March 4. 

Solicitor McCabe was the storm center 
of the controversy over administration of 
the pure food law which finally cul- 
minated in Dr. Harvey W. Wiley’s resig- 
nation as chief chemist. As a member of 
the Pure Food Board, Dr. Wiley charged 
that Mr. MeCabe hampered his work and 
created friction. 

Secretary Wilson accepted the resigna- 
tion, and expressed regret that the de- 
partment should lose one whose efforts 


had been marked with faithfulness and 
public interest. 

In commenting upon the resignation 
President Taft stated that he was con- 
vinced of the thoroughness of the work 
done by Mr. McCabe, and that he had 
maintained a standard of efficiency in the 
enforcement of the Food and Drugs Act 
such as had never been known before he 
took up that work.

Philadelphia Bulk Oil Shipments 
Held Up. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
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Philadelphia, Jan, 27, 1913. 

For the first time in years, a week 
elapsed during which no vessels cleared 
for foreign ports with cargoes of oil in 
bulk. The storms along the. coast, the 
battered condition of some of the oil 
carriers which did come in and the con- 
sequent delay in loading, were partly re- 
sponsible for this unusual condition. The 
total exports of bulk for the year there- 
fore remains at 10,967,267 gallons, while 
during the same period in 1912 the total 
exports were 15,773,945 gallons. 

But during the past week the returns 
of the manitests of the regular merchant 
vessels sailing from this port showed the 
exports of the non-explosive oils and 
greases us follows:—British steamer 
South Point for London with 71,950 gallons 
of lubricating oils; British steamer Po- 
tomas for Leith with 41,606 gallons of lu- 
bricating oil; British steamer Manchester 
Port for Manchester with 219,217 gallons 
of lubricating oil, 3,500 gallons of pe- 
troleum grease, 2 gallons of Pennsyl- 
vania 300 oil and 1,800 pounds of paraftine 
wax; British steamer Haverford for 
Liverpool with 262,562 gallons of lubricat- 
ing oil, 39,192 gallons of mineral grease, 
8,010 gallons of petroleum grease, 13,250 
gallons of burning oil, 550 barrels of par- 
affine wax. This makes the total number 
of gallons of the non-explosive oils ex- 
ported thus far this year in merchant 
vessels 926,430. ‘

LEMON.—further reflection of the 
continued flurry in the Messina and 
Palermo markets, which has resulted 
from the desperate efforts of shorts to 
cover their extensive commitments 
and unceasing attempts of large con- 
sumers to fill their’requirements from 
the meager stocks of new crop oil, has 
been noted in the local market within 
the week. From $3, the inside figure 
has been raised to $3.15, while the 
price asked for one superior brand 





has been advanced from $3.25 to 
$3.37%. In the Sicilian markets the 


import cost has been marked up to 
$3.45 for most brands and to $3.60 for 
a few offerings. 

ORANGE.—As a sequel to the addi- 
tional raising of prices in the Sicilian 
trading centers, due to the squeeze of 
the short interests there, the quotation 
for this Messina essence has been ad- 
vanced by local importers and other 
handlers of the oil to an inside figure 
of $3, a level 10c. above that quoted a 
week ago, while the price asked for 
one brand has been marked up to $3.10 
and that for small quantities of several 
brands has been lifted to $3.25. In 
Sicily the import cost has been raised 
in some instances to $4, 

PEPPERMINT.—Although the hith- 
erto unsold stocks in the Northwest 
and Central West appear adequate for 
all ordinary requirements until the 
new crop oil is distilled, a strong 
undertone pervades the markets of the 
East as well as of the West, and local 
holders decline to shade $2.85 in tins 
while asking up to $3 for some brands. 
In bottles, the only brand thus obtain- 
able is still held at $3.35@3.40. 

One of our correspondents in the 
Michigan producing territory has ad- 
vised us as follows:— 

January 28, 1913. 

Peppermint oi! continues very quiet here, 
with dealers well supplied for several months. 
Some growers still talk about a shortage in 
1912 crop oil, describing the falling off from 
the previous year’s yield as amounting to 
100,000 pounds, but, if this were true, there 
would be no oil for sale to-day. 

The peppermint situation must be figured as 
a whole, not merely as the result in one lo- 
cality would indicate, in order to obtain even 
an approximately accurate idea of the 1912 
yield and of the stocks remaining unsold It 
has now been shown that there has been 
plenty of oil for all wants and that there will 
be some left over. The general adoption by 
most growers of a very careful selling policy 
is all that has kept the oil as firm as it has 
been. These same conservative methods of 
merchandizing, if continued, may bring about 
a. slight advance in prices within the next few 
weeks, in spite of the fact that there is plenty 
of oil, especially as it seems to have become 
a habit among a majority of growers and hold- 
ers to raise prices within the last six months,

CAMPHOR.--Despite the recent fur- 
ther reduction of two-and-one-half- 
pound slabs of Japanese refined gum 
in the London market to 1s. 54d., 
there has been no noticeable weaken- 
ing of the primary market for this 
gum, and local importers have contin- 
ued to hold their offerings on a basis 
of 44c., while domestic manufacturers 
are still quoting their refined output at 
the same level. The unseasonable 
warm winter weather in the East con- 
tinues to restrict purchasing of both 
foreign and domestic grades materially.

Herbs and Leaves. 


BUCHU.—No additional offers of new 
crop short leaves have been made from 
the Cape since an initial quotation of 
$1.65 was announced by an Engiish 
concern about a fortnight ago. In the 
absence of more than a meager de- 
mand, local holders are offering to sell 
old crop short leaves at $1.40@1.50, as 
to quality and quantity. Long leaves 
are being well maintained at $1.50@ 
1.55, according to quality. The new 
crop short leaves, which will be sub- 
ject to the increased gathering tax of 
2s. 6d., will! be picked this and next 
month. 

JABORANDI.—Growing scarcity of 
this herb has induced local holders to 
advance their prices 2c, so as to make 
the revised quotation 14@lic., as to 
quality, quantity and holder. 

WORMWOOD.—The foreign descrip- 
tion has been marked up 1%c. to 7@ 
7lee., as to a result of the recent virtual 
depletion of spot stocks and the difficul- 
ties encountered in replenishing them. 

Roots. 

IPECAC.—Comparatively large ar- 
rivals of both Cartagena and Kio de- 
scriptions have augumented spot stocks 
so greatly within the week as to bring 
about a reduction of prices asked by 
local holders, amounting to 30c. in the 
case of Cartagena and 25c. in that of 
Rio root. The rev.sed quotations, there- 
fore, are $1.80@1.85 for Cartagena and 
$1.90@1.95 for Rio. 

MANACA.—Spot stocks of this root 
have been so materially reduced as to 
induce holders to raise their quota- 
tions 10c. to a revised level at 60c, 

SARSAPARILLA.—More liberal of- 
ferings of Mexico root, which have 
been made possible by recent heavy ar- 
rivals from the country of production, 
have resulted in a lowering of prices 
asked by local holders, amounting to 
a full cent, which has made the re- 
vised quotation 14%@lic., as to quality 
and quantity. Honduras root is still 
firmly held at 35@40c, 

UNICORN.—The so-called “false” 
unicorn or helonias root has_ been 
shaded 5c. by local holders in view of 
recently increased spot stocks, the re- 
vised quotations being 50@60c. ‘‘True” 
unicorn or aletris root continues to be 
maintained at 19@2I1c., as to quality and 
quantity.

CANARY.—Spot stocks of Smyrna 
seed have been reduced to meager pro- 
portions and cannot be replenished be- 
cause of the fact that the primary mar- 
ket at Rodosto remains closed to com- 
merce as a result of its Occupation 
by the Bulgarian forces. Even the sup- 
plies of the seed hitherto stored in that 
center are believed to have been used 
as fodder for the Bulgarians’ horses, 
and it is now feared that Rodosto is 
now almost bare of stocks. In view 
of this situation in Turkey, local hold- 
ers of the seed have generally raised 
their prices seventh-tenths of a cent 
to 5c., and in some instances to 5\4c. 
South American seed, which is almost 
equally scarce on the spot and increas- 
ingly difficult to procure because of 
further delays in shipments from Ar- 
gentina, has likewise been marked up 
to 5@5%c., as to quality and quantity, 
while Sicily seed is similarly in scanty 
supply both here and in the primary 
market, and strongly maintained at 5 
@5yec. It is now known that the Mo- 
rocco crop has been exceptionally small, 
and that Argentina has also produced 
little seed within the last year, so that 
predictions for a 7c. basis are being 
voiced in many quarters. Some offers 
of South American seed continue to be 
made at 4%c. to arrive,

RED OIL.—There were no changes 
to report in the trade for red oil, Busi- 
ness was fair for this season of the 
year, and with dealers carrying small 
stocks, prices held firm on all descrip- 
tions. The market for raw materials 
continues on a high basis which had 
a strong influence upon the situation. 
Elaine was quoted at 6%@6% per pound 
as to quantity and quality. On con- 
tract orders the inside figure could be 
shaded. Saponified red oil was mov- 
ing at 74@7%c. per pound, 

STEARIC ACID.—The demand for 
stearic acid was fairly active, and the 
tone of the market continues to be 
very firm. No price changes were an- 
nounced, but many dealers were not 
in a position to accept spot business 
at the figures quoted. In a jobbing way 
sellers were offering No. 1 stearic acid 
at 10%c, per pound, with No, 2 stock 
quoted at 9%c. per pound. Special 
grades were commanding a premium 
of 1c. to 2c. over the prices quoted. 

SEAL OIL.—Inquiry for seal oil was 
moderate during the past week. Stocks 
on hand were light, but ample to cover 
the current needs of the trade. Sellers 
were firm in their views, asking all the 
way from 53c,. to 56ec. per gallon, as to 
quantity. 

SPERM AND WHALE OIL.—Trad- 
ing in the market for sperm oil was 
quiet in all quarters. Refiners were 
in no need of crude sperm oil, accord- 
ing to advices from New Bedford, and 
little change is looked for in the situa- 
tion within the near future. The 
stocks of crude sperm oil at New Bed- 
ford were estimated at 1,700 barrels, 
with no arrivals reported so far this 
year. Whalebone was quiet, with the 
market unsettled. Exports were noted 
recently with the clearance prices 
ranging from $1.65 to $1.85 per pound. 
There was a routine call for refined 
grades of sperm oil in the local mar- 
ket, but prices were unaffected. The 
tone was steady, owing to the high 
prices prevailing in the various sub- 
stitutes.

Saturday Noon, Feb. 1, 1913. 

Despite the restrictive influence still 
exerted upon purchasing operations in 
some seasonable commodities by the 
long-continued absence of winter 
weather, a generally satisfactory vol- 
ume of business has been recorded in 
the wholesale drug market within the 
week. Price changes have again taken 
the form of advances to a much greater 
extent than declines, as spot stocks of 
an increasing number of botanical and 
other crude drugs have been reduced 
close to the vanishing point, while in 
only a few instances have local supplies 
been augmented by arrivals from the 
centers of production, 

The continued stubborn refusal of the 
so-called Turkish “war party” or 
“Young Turks” to make the conces- 
sions demanded of them in the final 
terms of peace between their nation 
and the Balkan federation has_ post- 
poned further the much-desired reopen- 
ing of several Turkish ports and in- 
terior markets and a resumption of un- 
restricted shipments of products from 
these centers to other portions of the 
civilized world, which have long been 
deprived of their quota of opium, 
canary seed, gum tragacanth and simi- 
lar commodities, either raised in Tur- 
key or sent through Turkish markets. 

Most noteworthy among the week’s 
developments have been the meeting of 
American quinine manufacturers’ con- 
tract prices by German salts makers, 
who had hitherto held their output a 
quarter cent above domestic quotations 
and the refusal of sulphate holders to 
sell their offerings at the Amsterdam 
salts auction Friday at less than the 
equivalent of 20c, per ounce, which was 
deemed to constitute further evidence 
of a continuance of the price mainte- 
nance agreement between the leading 
cinchona bark growers of Java and the 
principal salts makers of Europe. An- 
other interesting feature has been 
found in a continued flurry in the pri- 
mary markets for the Messina essences, 
which have again advanced very sharp- 
ly on covering by shorts and an un- 
ceasing scramble of consumers to cover 
their requirements from the small of- 
ferings of these oils. 

The marking up of quotations within 
the interval has included the raising 
of prices for acetanilid, cocoa butter, 
Russian and Spanish ergot, glucose, 
grape sugar, American isinglass, kola 
nuts, Canada fir balsam, bayberry 
bark, saw palmetto berries, lemon and 
orange oils, jaborandi herb, foreign 
wormwood, manaca root, canary, cel- 
ery and fennugreek seed and Levant 
wormseed, while the most important 
reductions have been made in grain al- 
cohol, salicylic acid, synthetic winter- 
green oil, Cartagena and Rio ipecac 
roots, Mexican sarsaparilla root, false 
unicorn or helonias root, and the flor, 
No. 1 regular, and No. 3 North Country 
carnauba waxes. Less attention has 
been paid to the proposed changes in 
Schedule A of the existing tariff law 
than for several previous weeks, as it 
has been generaliy recognized of late 
that no action in this direction is like- 
ly to be taken by Congress until the 
convening of the new national Legisla- 
ture in extraordinary session next 
month.

Aside from confirmation of the recent 
reports, telling of frosts and freezing 
weather in the regions planted last 
fall and suggesting serious damage to 
the young poppy plants in these sec- 
tions, there has been little news of 
importance from the producing dis- 
tricts or principal markets in Turkey 
within the week. Some large transac-

tions in the gum have been recorded 
in Smyrna and Constantinople during 
the last few days, however, and in some 
of the primary centers an advancing 
tendency is noted. This stiffening of 
the Turkish markets has not been re- 
flected here as spot stocks are still 
in excess of the demand, which has 
continued to diminish until it now em- 
braces only requests for small jobbing 
quantities. Local importers therefore 
are still offering the druggists’ quality 
gum freely at $6.20 in case and job- 
bing lots, and are quoting the pow- 
dered and granular grades alike at 
$7.60. It is understood, moreover, that 
with a sizable order in hand, a pro- 
spective purchaser could obtain conces- 
sions of at least 5c. and possibly 10c. 
from these quotations for the powdered 
and granular grades. 

Our correspondents in the primary 
markets have advised us by cables at 
the close of the week as follows:— 

Smyrna, Feb. 1, 1913. 

Sales of 14 cases of gum have been made 
here at 179. 6d. to 18s. 9d. A hard frost has 
set in throughout the fall-planted regions. The 
market position is firmly maintained. Arrivals 
to date have amounted to 2,264 cases. 

Constantinople, Feb. 1, 1913. 


There have been sales of 23 cases of drug- 
gists’ quality gum at 18s. 9d. down to 18s. and 
12 cases of soft goods have also been mar- 
keted here at 18s. 6d. The market is now dull 
again. Arrivals to date have amounted to 
2,425 cases, as compared with 1,250 cases for 
the corresponding period of last year. 


By mail we have the following from 
our correspondents in Smyrna:— 


Smyrna, Jan. 11, 1913. 

After the quiet market noted during the holi- 
days there has been a revival of demand this 
week and sales of 86 baskets have been made 
at up to 19s. 3d. per pound for the best new 
quality gum. The stocks here consist of not 
much above 800 packages, which is really very 
moderate. The growing crop, so far as can 
be seen, is progressing favorably. 


Smyrna, Jan. 10, 1913. 

Sales this week in this market have amount- 
ed to 88 cases of extra old and new Carahissar 
at 19s. 94:@20s. 6d., as to quality. 

Very cold dry weather, with frost in the in- 
terior and upper districts, continues, and, from 
what can can be learned, no snow to speak of 
has fallen to cover the poppy plants. There- 
fore it is feared that. much damage will be 


aone to the plantations should the cold con- 
tinue much longer. 
Holders are very reserved and tenacious in 


consequence of this and, should buyers respond 
to their high pretensions, we may soon have 
to quote higher prices, 

Arrivals to date have amounted to 2,190 cases, 
against 1,075 cases for the corresponding period 
last year. 


Smyrna, Jan. 3, 1913. 
There has 3 been a very brisk inquiry this 
week for opium at full figures by American 


buyers. Only yesterday one of the principal 
brokers, representing several of the large hold- 
ers, accepted the American limits, and some 
43 cases of old and new qualities changed 
hands at following figures:—20s, 3d. per pound 
for old Carahissar, about 11% per cent.; 19s. 
per pound for new Aksar, about 10% per cent.; 
18s, 9d. per pound for new mixed, 10@10% per 
cent.; 17s. 9d. per pound for new different qual- 
ities, 9@9% per cent. 

The weather has turned cold, with frost in 
all the upper districts. This will bring about 
a firmer feeling, and very likely next week we 
shall see re-established the high figures of last 
November. 

Arrivals to date have amounted to 2,181 
cases, against 1,066 cases for the corresponding 
period of last year.

had secured units of only 
and 14.25 florins, respectively.

COCOA BUTTER.—A substantial 
stiffening of both Amsterdam and local 
markets has occurred within the in-

pectation that a still higher figure will 
be realized at the February auction 
which will be held to-morrow. In bulk 
the price asked by a majority of local 
holders has been raised a half cent to 
32c. for prime quality, while the quota- 
tion for superior brands nas been con- 


tinued at 38c. For wrapped fingers in 
twelve-pound boxes, local importers 
and other handlers have withdrawn 
their ‘former inside price of 35c. and 


are now demanding a minimum of 36c., 


while asking in some instances up tu 
29c. for superior brands. Foreign 
brands have been marked up from 36c. 
to an average price of 38c. At the 
Amsterdam auction, which will be 
held to-morrow, February 4, offerings 
will consist of 253 tons, of which 38

ERGOT.—A further noteworthy up- 
lift has been recorded in both Rus- 


sian and Spanish ergot, the first-men- 
tioned grade having been marked up 
10ec. to $1.30@1.40, while the latter de- 
scription has been advanced 5c. to a 
revised quotation of $1.65@1.70. An- 
other sharp upward movement in the 
primary markets has been responsible 
for this additional elevation of quo- 
tations here, 

FUSEL OIL.—A steady increasing de- 
mand is reported for both the Russian 
and American oil at the prices recently 
reached in the reduction of quotations 
for 1913 contracts. Crude oil is being 
taken in comparatively large lots at 
$2.05@2.10, as to quality and quantity, 
while refined oil and amyl acetate are 
moving freely at $2.40@2.50 on contract 
and in outside lots. 

GLUCOSE.—The_ recent expansion 
ot purchasing operations by confec- 
tionery manufacturers and other large 
consumers has induced the leading 
makers of corn products to raise prices 
again for all their commodities ex- 
cept dextrine, making their revised 
quotation for corn syrup of 42 degrees 
mixing $1.91 and that for corn sugar, 
more familiarly known as_ grape 
sugar, $2. 

Our correspondents in Paris and Dus- 
seldorf have advised us as follows:— 

Paris, Jan, 17, 1915. 

In spite of the advices received here from 
different American sources of a serious reces- 
sion of prices ruling on your side for dynamite 
glycerine, our European market continues firm 
and relatively active, because of purchases 
made by our European consumers. 

Saponification has been treated at 162% francs 
per kilo, and in spite of the advance in the 
last prices paid for that quality, our sellers 
are still holding at 165 franes per kilo, which 
was paid only for special parcels of very good 
quality or exceptionally well placed for the 
buyers. 

Lye has been sold for prompt 
141 franes per kilo after buyers had 
frances. Now our sellers are asking 
frances per kilo on new offers and the quanti- 
ties in the market here are not very large. 

Dynamite glycerine is better and prices range 
between 202 and 205 francs per kilo.

Since the last weekly report the crude gly-

As a 
matter of fact, however, leading buyers are 
still inactive and, after the rise of the Paris 
official quotation to 157.50 francs, producers 
ilso have assumed much firmer views of the 
situation. 

The general mind is not to sell additional 


lots under 160 francs, but so far this price has 
not been paid, The buyers have answered this 
raising of quotations by withdrawing from ihe 
market, as a weak tendency from America and 
Eng!and is now reported. 

Distilled grades, including both dynamite 
and chemically pure descriptions, seem to be 
very flat, especially the first-named grade. It 
must still be remarked that values of C. P. 
and other refined qualities are by no means in 
accordance with the actual price level of the 
crude grades, although the demand for these 
qualities seems to improve. The outlook for 
the near future is uncertain, 


GLYCERINE.—Though there has 
been no suggestion of a stiffening ten- 
dency in the C. P, grade in the Eastern 
markets within the week, advices from 
the Central West have told of the 
hoiding of this description by at least 
one refiner on a basis of 18%c. f. o. b., 
Chicago. Eastern refiners, however,

mining operations are still being con- 
ducted in many sections of the coun- 
try far beyond the customary time for 
a suspension of such activities. In 
consequence of this exceptionally ac- 
tive demand for the dynamite descrip- 
tion prices are being very strongly 
maintained for this grade at a level far 
beyond that commensurate with the 
quotation for C. P. In most instances

asked for the dynamite grade by the 
manufacturers in the East and West, 
although several additional sales have 
recently been made at 18c, and the lat- 
ter figure is still the average bid price 
on this description. Soap lye and 
saponification, loose, continue to be 
offered at 14@15c. and 16@17c., respec- 
tively, but an advancing tendency is 
noted in the foreign markets for these 
grades. 

ISINGLASS.—As spot stocks of the 
American grade have been greatly de- 
pleted within the week, local holders 
have advanced their prices 3c. further, 
making the revised quotation for this 
description 65@70c., as to quality. Rus- 
sian is still very strongly maintained 
by importers and other handlers here 
at $3.50 for best offerings of the Beluga 
grade, and Japanese descriptions are 
likewise very firmly held in view of 
the growing scarcity of desirable offer- 
ings. The local market is virtually 
bare of genuine No. 1, which is being 
held in Japan at the highest level 
reached in many years. The range 
on spot goods is from 37c. for the 
most ordinary No. 3 to 65c. fer fair No. 
1 and the superior No, 2 grades, 

KOLA NUTS.—Because of the in- 
creasing scarcity of genuine West In- 
dian nuts, prices for this commodity 
have been marked up a full cent with- 
in the week, making the revised quo- 
tation 13@13'%c., as to quality and quan- 
tity. 

MENTHOL. — Material concessions 
have been made for spot lots within the 
interval in view of the expected sub- 
stantial augmenting of stocks here in 
the néar future, with large arrivals 
of new crop goods from Japan. From 
$10, a majority of local importers and 
other holders have lowered their quo- 
tations 25c. to $9.75, and in a few quar- 
ters a further shading has been in- 
dulged’in, so that spot goods are ob- 
tainable at $9.50 in case lots. For 
broken lots, however, $10 and up to 
$10.50 are still being asked by some 
holders. For April-May shipments,

TONKA.—Although it is still expect- 
ed that the new crop of Angostura 
beans will exceed 650,000 pounds, and 
will, therefore, prove sufficiently large 
to meet all of the trade’s requirements, 
spot stocks cannot be augmented with 
these 1913 crop goods until May or 
June, and meanwhile the scanty supply 
available here is making it impossible 
for holders to shade their prices fur- 
ther. For choice offerings of the old 
crop Angosturas, therefore, local deal- 
ers continue to ask $5@5.50, as to qual- 
ity. Paras are still firmly held at $2.50 
and crystallized Surinams at $4@4.50. 

VANILLA.—Virtually all of the 1912- 
1913 crop of Mexican beans has passed 
from growers’ to curers’ hands in the 
Papantla and Gutierrez-Zamora dis- 
tricts, and the curers are now holding 
both whole beans and cuts at prices 
relatively higher than those asked for 
the 1911-1912 beans, although the new 
grop goods are generally of inferior 
quality, at least to the extent that they 
do not compare favorably with the su- 
perior quality product of last year. A 
few contracts for the new whole beans, 
as well as several purchases of the 
new cuts, have been made by New 
York operators, who are still asking 
$3.75@4.50, as to quality and quantity, 
for the old crop beans, and continue to 
quote $3@3.37%c. for both new and old 
crop cuts. 

30urbons continue to mainifest a 
weakening tendency so far as the poor- 
er qualities of Seychelles, Comores, 
Nossi-Be and Madagascar beans are 
concerned, though the comparatively 
small offerings of high quality beans 
which are reaching the French markets 
are still commanding exceptionally 
high prices. Local operators who have 
purchased the high grade beans are 
asking $3.75 and even $4 and $4.50 for 
these goods, but for the ordinary run 
of Bourbons, New York dealers are 
quoting $3@3.50. French operators in 
Marseilles and Paris are attempting 
in some instances to sell the poorly- 
cured, insect-infested and damaged 
Bourbons as sound beans after having 
“repaired” these goods, but few such 
beans can reach operators in this coun- 
try because of the vigilance of the food 
and drugs inspection authorities at the 
principal American ports. 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us as follows:— 

Paris, Jan. 18, 1913. 

A large amount of selling of the new crop 
Bourbon beans by weak holders has been re- 
ported in the Paris market of late. The 
steamship City of Bordeaux, of the Havre 
Peninsular Line, which arrived at its port of 
destination on January 12, brought with it 
153 cases of beans from Tamatave, of which 
68 cases are for London, eight for Bordeaux 
and the remainder, constituting the greater 
part, for Paris. The steamship Oxus, of the 
Messagerie-Maritime Line, is expected to ar- 
rive on January 21 and the ship Natal on the 
Sist inst, The first-mentioned of these vessels 
is known to have a very large cargo, includ- 
ing 485 cases of beans from Madagascar. 

There was an auction sale of seven cases of 
Java beans, embracing 325 kilos, in Amster- 
dam on January 15, and at this auction there 
was paid for 225 kilos 5% florins per half kilo; 
for 50 kilos, 3% florins per half kilo, and for 
the remaining 50 kilos, 4% florins per half kilo. 
A public sale of 1,000 boxes of beans was held 
in London to-day, the offerings at this auc- 
tion consisting chiefly of Seychelles beans, but 


including Madagascar, Mauritius, Java and 
Bourbon island beans. The Seychelles beans 
are proving less and less desirable, with the 


possible exception of the ordinary quality of 
these beans, which are generally in good con- 
dition because well-dried and thoroughly cured.

The turn of the month reveals a 
quiet situation in chemicals with manu- 
facturers finding a ready outlet for 


their production through regular con- 
tract channels. As a rule, importations 
have passed off readily into industrial 
sources, still there are a few which 
have been more or less of a drug on 
the general market. Views of several 
prominent dealers portray no lack of 
confidence in the trade outlook. It is 
admitted that surrounding conditions 
ure not suggestive of a ‘‘boom,’’ but it 
is claimed that shelves are cleared and 
that the market has settled close to 
a demand and supply basis. Commer- 
cial white arsenic is in slightly freer 
supply on spot, but there is not enough 
demand to test the market. The green- 


makers are withholding operations, 
while the glass and other consuming 


trades are not inclined to extend com- 
mitments at current quotations, mean- 


while the exchange of small lots is 
about the best this market can boast 
of. Carbon tetrachloride has declined 


from 8%c, to 8c. on spot. The decline 
is attributed to freer importations, 
slack consuming demand and the push- 


ing of substitutes on the market. 
Chlorate of potash is very firm on 
spot, small parcels commanding Ic. 
premium over contract prices. Car- 


bonate of potash is in good request for 
out-of-town shipment, the most urgent 
call emanating from the tobacco grow- 


ers of the South, Liverpool advices 
note a decline in sulphate of copper, 
but there has been no reflection of 
weakness in domestic quotations.

Renovated Butter Legislation. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Jan. 31, 1913. 


There has been introduced in the House 


of Representatives by Representative 
Lamb, of Virginia, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture, a bill, H. R. 28454, 
relating to an inspection of renovated 
butter The measure has been referred 
to the Committee on Agriculture, for con- 


sideration. 
The object of the bill is to authorize 
the Secretary of Agriculture to appoint 


inspectors for examination into condi- 


tions existing in factories where butter 
is renovated, and fon inspecting, tagging 


and destroying, where 
vated butter that is regarded 
wholesome and unfit for use. It is pro- 
vided that all stamps and labels required 
by the proposed measure, to be placed on 
packages of renovated butter, shall be 
upproved by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
and section 7 of the measure provides 
“that all milk, butter oil, or other dairy 
products used in the preparation and 
manufacture of renovated butter shall be 
pasteurized by the manufacturers of said 
product at their establishments, accord- 
ing to such methods and requirements 
as may be prescribed in the rules and 
re gulations of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture.’”’

Developments in dye materials this 
week were unimportant and a routine 
market is reported in most quarters. 
Several articles are passing seasonably 
on contract orders. Competition in 
bichromates is keen and according to 
reports current in the trade prices are 
tending in buyers favor on desirable 
business. Gambier is slow and has 
been so for some time, and as foreign 
markets are inactive quotations for all 
positions are easy. Prussiates have re- 
ceded somewhat from the high levels 
reached late last year, but present 
quotations are above those of a year 
ago. Starch and dextrines are in good 
demand and present prices are not 
high. Cutch and myrabalanes are quiet, 
though fairly good lots of the latter 
have recently reached the market and 
passed to consuming points, Indigo 
is not making any headway as far as 
the natural grades are concerned, but 
synthetic grades are selling well. De- 
tailed reports on the separate articles 
of the local market follow:— 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.--Con- 
sumption of aniline oil is rather slow 
and suffers in comparison with the past 
two years. Local sellers say new busi- 
ness is quiet, but deliveries are being 
made regularly on oid orders, Quote- 
tions remain at 104%@10%c. A season- 
able demand is reported for aniline salt 
with sellers asking 8%@9%e. A report 
from Japan states that demand for ani- 
line salt has increased considerably 
there and imports for the ten months 
ending with October together’ with 
comparisons are as follows:—

ALLUMEN.—The present week has 
brought no material change in the 
market for albumens and most sellers 
report quiet conditions, with the can- 
ning trade as the chief consumer.

INDIGO.—A final general memoran- 
dum on the indigo crop of the season 
1912-1913 has been issued by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Department as 
follows: 












On the average of the five years ending 1910- 
li the area under indigo in the five provinces 
dealt with in this memorandum represented 
some 98 per cent. of the entire area under in- 
digo in British India 

In the five years named the average tota) 
area of the reported indigo crop in these 
provinces was some 337,000 acres, while that in 
1911-12 was 266,900 acres 

The total area of the present season is es 


timated at 214,500 acres which represents a 
decrease of 52,400 acres, or 19.6 per cent. on 
the figure for 1911-12 As compared with the 
average of the five years ending 1910-11 the 
present area falls short by some 36 per cent

The total yield of dye is estimated at 37,600 
ewts., which is less than last year’s figures by 
10,100 ewts., or 21 per cent. c 

In Bihar and Orissa the crop suffered from 
disease and insufficient rainfall in the latter 
part of the season. Elsewhere the condition 


of the crop is reported to be generally from fair 
to good. 

The following is a summary of the provin- 
cial reports. The figures in parentheses, follow- 
ing the name of each province, indicate what 
percentage of the total indigo area of British 
India is ordinarily cultivated in that province 

Bihar and Orissa (36.9 per cent.).—The total 
area sown is estimate at 90,100 acres as com- 
pared with 109,600 acres last year—a decrease 
of 17.8 per cent The weather conditions were 
favorable at the beginning of the season, but 
owing partly to insufficient rainfall in the 
latter part of the season and partly to disease, 
the outturn from the first cuttings was not 














good. The second cuttings were also affected 
by disease, and the outturn from them was 
poor. The total yitld is estimated at 21,900 


factory maunds (equals 14,700 cwts.), as com- 
pared with the trade estimate of 20,000 factory 
maunds (equals 13,400 ecwts.). Last year the 
official estimate Was 26,600 maunds (equals 
17,800 cwts.), against the trade estimate of 
24,000 maunds (equals 16,100 ewts.). 

Madras (33.9 per cent.).—The total area under 
indigo is estimated at 60,100 acres, as com- 
pared with 90,300 acres last year—a decrease 
of 33,4 per cent., attributed mainly to the 
continued fall in demand and in the commer- 
cial value of natural indigo. The condition of 
the crop is very fair, and it is expected to 
yield 71 per cent. of the normal. On this basis 
the total yvie'd for the whole of the current 
season may be estimated at 153,300 ewts., as 
compared with 21,200 ewts. last year—a de- 
crease of 37.3 per cent 

Punjab (15.06 per cent.) now reports the to- 
tal area to be ,44) acres, as against 36,600 
acres for last y a decrease of 0.5 per cent. 
The season was generally favorable. The 
yield of seed is estimated at 700 sers 
(equals 14,000 cwts.) and of dye at 00 sers 
(equals 6,000 cwts.). 

United Provinces (11.9 per cent.).—The tota! 
area now reported is 26,100 acres, as against 
29,400 acres last year—a decreas of 8.5 per 
cent. The crop suffered in places from hot 
winds and the late arrival of the monsoon, 
but on the whole the season has been favor- 
able. ‘She total yield is estimated at 200 
factogy maunds (equa!s 3,000 ewts.) last year 
The quantity available for the Calcutta mar- 
ket will probably be less than the estimated 
outturn, as some portion of the dye is con- 
sumed locally or exported to other places, 

* Bengal (0.4 per cent.) reports the arca sown 
to be 1,000 acres, and the yield 100 ecwts., be- 
ing the same as last year.

There has been no abatement of the tendency 
of values realized to get close to the nominal 
figures, and, while the supply seems to be en- 
tirely adequate to the requirements, it can also 
be said that an absence of pressing congestion 
prevails. On the whole the market is_ well 
sustained and holders of stocks are hopeful of 
an actual rise in the comparatively near fu- 
ture. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—One of the materials 
that has taken on additional strength in the 
last week, which, in fact, moved up appre- 
ciably the last day or two of last week, is 
nitrate of soda, Whether this was due to a 
marked increase in the actual demand, or 
whether the holders of supplies received bullish 
advices, does not appear, but the fact re- 
mains that the figures were marked up. The 
latest quotations are:—For spot, February and 
March, $2.62% per 100 pounds; for April, $2.60; 
tor N nd June, $2.57%; for July to Decem- 
ber, 2%, 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The changes in 
sulphate of ammonia are immaterial, amount- 
ing to little more than slight fluctuations, such 
as are likely to occur from day to day. The 
test figures obtainable in this market are 
for February, March and April and 
for May and June. 

POT ASH.—There is still no material change in 
the potash trade. Stocks are coming in with 
considerable freedom, the receipts here being 
heavy just now because of the rush of ship- 
ments to get the advantage of open rivers in 
Germany. The freezing up of the watercourses 
nec itates shipment by rail, which means an 
increase of $1 in the freight rate, Consequent- 
ly, the open canals were taken advantage of 
to rush shipments just before the expected 
freeze, which accounts for the heavy arrivals 
here at this time. The receipts, of course, are 
mainly on account of the contracts with man- 
ufacturers of mixed goods. There is no modifi- 
cation in the price list, the figures given being 
on carload lots per ton of 2,000 pounds, with 
bagged goods in bags of 200 pounds each, 
shipment being made f, o. b. cars at Baltimore 
as wanted.
